The suit heretofore instituted against the 
Miocene .Mining Company having been trans­ 
ferred on motion of the defendant to the 
United States District Court, which pre­ 
vented its consideration and decision by the 
Courts of this State, the Attorney-General 
yesterday filed a complaint in the Superior 
Court of this county against the Gold Run 
Ditch and Mining Company, a resident de­ 
fendant, for the purpose of obtaining an 
injunction and decision of the State Courts 
as to tha right of the owners of hydraulic 
mines to discharge the tailings or debris from 
each iniues into the streams of the State. 
This action Í3 brought by the Attorney- 
General personally, because of the change of 
venue referred to. 
The Attorney-General is 
desirous of having the whole’ matter reached 
and filially adjudicated in the State Courts at 
the earliest possible date, and the institution 
nf this r,uit was, that the legal principles 
involved may be 
brought to issue and 
trial by the most expeditious judicial pro­ 
ceedings. 
The suit is instituted also in re­ 
sponse toa large number of petitions received 
by th.» Attorney-General from various coun­ 
ties injuriously affected by the flow of mining 
debris down the streams and the deposit of 
the same upon the agricultural land- of the 
valley. 
The entire matter is cleaily eet 
forth in a letter from the Attorney-General 
as a reply to George CadwMader and others, 
which accompanied his signing the complaint 
instituting the proceedings, and which is as 
follows:

city. T hat the Sicntm c.it * river in a navigable 
j stream , and has been continuously navigated by 
steamers, barges, schooners and sm aller cráft since* 
the summer of lh49 ; and during the earlier part of 
th at period, anil up to the sum m er of 1802, was 
navigated from the bay of San Francisco to the city 
of .Sacramento, at ail stages of water, by ships, 
ocean steamers and other w ater craft. That um 
sacraflfeeiito river lias been declared navigable by 
the Legislature of the Slate to the extent m en­ 
tioned m section ‘¿340 of the Political Code of said 
State, and to th at extent is and has been actually 
navigable. That since 18G2 the navigation of said 
river has become seriously impaired by de)>osits of 
tailings therein from hydraulic mines ; so th at now 
it is only during the highest stages of water th at 
the city of Sacramento can be reached from the bay 
of San Francisco by ships, ocean steam ers or vessels 
of deep draft 
That hydraulic mining as now practiced and un­ 
derstood, is a mode or process of mining for gold 
by which high banks t f earth and gravel, usually 
composed of streaks containing gold enough to poy 
for the washing, and streaks that do not—the latter 
in

predominating—are 
washed and removed from their natural position, 
after being shaken up and shattered by means of 
immense blasts of powder, into sluice-ways and 
flumes, and thence into the natural water cour-.es 
and rivers, by means cf large streams of water 
forced tbr< ugh iron pipes and thence discharged 
from nozzles attached to said pipes with great force 
and velocity against the said banks of earth and 
gravel, by a heavy water pressure of from one huu- 
dreJ feet to four hundred feet in hight, the gold 
being separated from the earth, sand and gravel by 
the action of the water, and retained in the pave­ 
ments of said sluice ways and flumes, whilst the ro-

ily rt ference to 
the report of the Ciiiet if the Bureau of 
Stvti.-Lvs of i:io Unued Scat 's for tl.e year 
ve find that we imported crude tartar or 
frorr Au-tria 12,432 pounds: from 
oi. 273,813: from France 10,322,485 
» ; trom Gurraany 480,694 pouuds; 
pounds; from Italy 
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this year for all kicds of fruit and vegetables 
we have to spare, outside the State, and yet 
so near us that we can afford to pay the 
freight to these markets and still make good 
profits in their production. 
We are sending 
fruits of various kinds to the Atlantic sea­ 
board, and to all places along the road from 
here there. 
We are sending green corn, 
potatoes, cabbage, melons and cantaloupes all 
through Nevada, and to many points in Utah 
and the Territories further east; in fac*, 
although this is one of the most productive 
years we have had in the State, there is 
nothing a drug iu the market. 
Everything 
that is not needed for home consumption 
finds a ready sale for shipment. In this fact, 
taken in connection with the dull state 
of the wheat market, is found one of 
the 
strongest 
arguments 
in 
favor 
of 
abandoning 
the 
old 
one-crop 
system, 
which has been followed so long, and branch­ 
ing out into a more rational and profitable 
plan of farming. I t is a mistaken idea that 
our best grain lands will raise nothing but 
small grains. 
Any good wheat land will 
produce good Early Rose potatoes i: planted 
iu January or February. They will raise 
g od cabbage, good beets, carrots, parsnips, 
iettuce, pear, beans, corn, and 
in fact 
nearly all other kiuds of vegetable crops, 
if planted early en ugh in the season, 
and thus every wheat growei c:.n with but a 
very little trouble produce all that he will 
consume of this kind of food, and thus save 
the bills that eat such l .rge holes in his re­ 
ceipts for the wheat. At the iow prices for 
wheat that have prevailed of late years it 
takes too large a part of the proceeds of the 
wheat crop to pay for other articles that hav= 
heretofore been bought. Let each farmer 
that has a good field summer fallowed row 
set apart one or two a .¡es in an accessible

Melons as a Crop. 
It would he an easy matter to oveistock 
the market with watermelons and euita- 
loupes on account of their perishable nature, 
but we know of some parties an the Sacra­ 
mento river that are making it pay very well 
this year to produce and sell these perishable 
articles in the Sacramento market. 
One 
party who his ten acres in melons ha- al­ 
ready sold from the same over one thousand 
dollars’ worth, sou will doubtless sell another 
thousand dollar»’ worth before the season for 
them ends. The rent of the land and cnlti- 
v.ilion of the san e w ill not exceed, and we 
t! ink w ill not equal, three huudred dollars. 
Ttiere will be a net profit cf from fifteen to 
seventeen hundred dollars on the ten acres, 
or from one hundred and fifty to one hun­ 
dred and seventy dollars an acre. 
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Chinamen and the Fruit and Vegetable 
Crops 
I t is a fac‘, though not generally known, 
that Chinan en ai e to a very great extent 
handling the vegetable and fruit crops of the 
State, and are making it veiy profitable to do 
so. They are rai-ing a large proportion of 
the f rtner, while they take orchards on 
shares or buy the fruit cn the trees and pick 
and market it. In this way, besides inofiop- 
olizir.g much of the profits of vegetable-pro­ 
ducing and fruit-rai-icg, they are practically 
monopolizing the farm labor of the State, ex­ 
cept that 
employed in putting iu and 
harvestiog the wheat crops. 
The labor i 
which the Chinamen are encaging with 
greatest energy is that kind w hich giv-a em­ 
ployment the year through, while that upon 
which white fab rrers mostly depend gives 
them employment bir few months each year. 
Probably thi- is one of the chief reasons why 
we h .ve so fjw Coins e tramps and so many 
of some othsr nationalities.

There is no gei’ing aronnd the 
fact that California products as fine a quality 
of wheat as any other State in the world, 
and if the farmers and shipper» will see that 
it is put in good marketable condition before 
it goes on board ship for a foreign market it 
will bring the highest price in that market. 
N g’ect iu this particular has already caused 
our reputation to suffer, and our pockets tn 
suffer in proportion. Ws car see no good 
policy or economy in selling foul wheat.

t£iin rare case5, was first given to the pa­ 
tient in subcutaneous injections in Decem­ 
ber last. 
A t th at time, and previously, 
her hmr was a light blonde, tu t within 
about two weeks a change toward a darker 
c l r was perceptible, which increased un­ 
til, in the middle of January, the hair 
hi came of a chestnut brown color. 
In 
May the color was nearly a pure black, 
wlu.ii it still retain.*, although there is a 
slightly apparent tendency to r turn again 
ro a lighter color. 
As this is the only rc- 
cordeo case of this pi,.at (which ia not, 
however, in common use) having produced 
ar.y ptrcej lible change in the color of hu­ 
man hair, it becomes a m atter of interest 
to know how this change was brought 
abuut and how often it might accompany 
the tun of this remedy. 
A microscopic 
examination Bhows the hair to contain a 
greatly increased quantity of pigment m at­ 
ter, and scientists now await with interest 
the results of future growths to ascertain 
whether they will retain their old cdor or 
r- lain that newly acquired.—[W ashington 
Post, June 4th.

Receipts. 


P in e a p p l e a n d W in e —C u ta pineapple 
in thin slices ; sprinkle it with sugar and 
pour over it two or three glasses ot red or 
white wine. 
Place it oa the ice and serve 
cold. 
Curry.—To a pint bowl of chopped veal 
or chicken, which has been browned in a 
frying-pan, add a fried onion, one table- 
spoonfol of Thompson’s India curry pow­ 
der, two tablespoonfuis of flour we: with 
cold water, two ounces of butter and a 
little salt. 
Stir together thoroughly and 
heat very hot, but stew only enough to 
cook the flour, as the meat has already 
been cooked. 
Serve as hot as possible. 


G u a r a p o o r P i n e a p p l e S h r u b .—This 
is a South American recipe. 
To four 
quarts of water add two good cups of sugar 
and a large pineapple cropped fine, with 
all the juice that runs from it. 
Place the 
m ixture in a narrow-neck water-jar or 
junk-hottle. 
Let it stand where the heat 


is steady till it begins to ferment. 
In 
very warm weather it will need to stand 
about two days. 
When ready, place it on 
the ice til! very cold and serve. 
I t is de­ 
licious half frozen, hut a little more sugar 
and pineapple should be a ided at lir»t. 


P ic k l e d P e a c h e s.— Take a gallon of 
good vinegar, and add to it four pounds of 
sugar ; boil for a few minutes and remove 
any scum that may arise ; then take cling­ 
stone peaches that are fniiy ripe, rub thtin 
to get off the down, and stick three or 
four cloves iu each prach ; put them into a 
stone jar, and pour the liquor, boiling hot, 
over tnam. 
Cover the jar closely, and set 
it in a ccol place for a week or two ; then 
pour off the liquor and boil it as before ; 
after which return i: to the peaches, boil­ 
ing hot, which should be carefully covered 
and stored away for future use. 


C l a ji S o u p .—Boil three minutes a quart 
of clam3 with their liquor and a pint of 
water. 
Strain them, take off the beards, 
and return to the fire the bar ! portions and 
the liquor. 
Add two or three sprigs of 
parsley, a small piece of o u ío d, a blade of 
mace aud a little thyme. 
Let it cook 
slowly for half an hour. 
Cook together in 
a saucepan a piece of butter tbe size of an 
egg and a large tablespoon of llcur. 
Add 
to this when done a pint of hut rich milk, 
then the clam liquor strained, then the soft 
parts of the clams which you have re­ 
served. Season with salt aud cayenne pep­ 
per ; let the whole become well mixed and 
serve.

Hints. 
Rats are great enemies to chickens, 
and will often burrow near the chicken 
coop and carry off many during the sea­ 
son, unless great core is taken to place the 
coop in an open space, and all weeds and 
high grass and piles of brush and rubbish 
are removed a good distance off', so as to 
provide shelter or retreats for them. Damp­ 
ness and wet are to be guarded again.-.: 
No hen w ith her brood should be allowed 
to wander from her coop before 10 o’clock 
ia the morning, or until the dew is entirely 
g >ne, for if the cmekens get wet, it is 
almost sure death to them. 
I t is true that 
a few of the strong ones might endure it, 
hut it retards their growth, and they never 
make as nice birds. If the dsy is pleasant, 
about 10 o’clock let the ben and the brood 
out, and they will soon be active in scratch­ 
ing and picking up worms at.d insects, aud 
such other dainties as suit their appetites 
and of which we know but little ; prepare 
shelter ia different parts of your yard so in 
case of sudden showers the hen an 1 her 
brood can run under and protect them ­ 
selves from such unlooked-for innovations 
in their dai'-y rambles, 
in rainy or cloudy 
days take no chances, but keep them 
shut in. 


The Needlework Craze. 


Now that art needlework ia a fashiona­ 
ble craze, materials for fancy work of some 
sort form part oi every lady’s outfit for 
t :e summer's holiday. 
Great variety is 
sbowjr in these and the buyer has wide 
choice, ranging from linen crash to silk 
plush, from embroidery cotton to filoselle 
and beads of real gold. 
Most of the embroidery takes the form 
of home decoration—table covers, lambre­ 
quins, mats, screens, chair-backs, panels, 
• ::c. 
The designs for embroidery show a 
decided change. 
There are fewer reeds 
ami long stalks, while peacack feathers 
and the sorrowful-looking one-legged stork 
have given place to bnght-hued flowers 
with bumming birds and butterflies hover­ 
ing over them. 
W ild roses, apple blos­ 
soms and dai-.ies still hold their own, but 
sunflowers have yielded favor to holly­ 
hocks and lilies and thistles done in the 
new raised stitch, which 
makes each 
flower stand up in life-like relief, from the 
cloth on which it is executed. 
Autumn 
leaves also form a favorite design, aud are 
wonderfully effective in embroidery done 
partly in silk, partly in crewell and partly 
in bead work. 
Very effective borders are of p’tish with 
grass cloth inserted, the embroidery done 
on the grass cloth and the plush cut into a 
fanciful frame work, with border of braid 
or filoselle or of needle-work iu colored 
silks. 
Aaother new border is of Spanish 
lace applique on plufli or cloth or satin 
sheeting, the figure oi the lace being fol­ 
lowed with long stitches in colored ¡-iiks, 
the shades chosen to harmonize with the 
design, whether leaf, shell, arabesque or 
flower. 
Still more striking are bauds oi 
U trecht or embossed velvet, with the pa‘- 
tern filled in with raised embroidery in 
silk, outlined and timed with brilliant 
beads. 
Sofa cushions of plush or of cloth are 
nearly covered with appliques of satiu, 
overseamed and rimed w ith embroidery 
silks, to which gay spangles of gold aLd 
steels are often added. 
Persian embroidery holds its own with 
all v.ho can afford it, and, indeed, the rich 
Oriental needlework, transferred neatly to 
a background of plush, is wonderfully ef­ 
fective. 
. 
Old-fashioDed patch-work is revived, and 
very pretty cushions and table-covers are 
made of bits of silk and velvet and plnsh, 
carefully pieced together after the fashion 
of our grandmothers. 
A quaintly pretty» 
tabie-covcr Í3 formed altogether of bits of 
silk cut into irregular shapes, overlapping 
each other, and every edge buttonhole 
stitched in silk, which contrasts effectively 
with the pieces it joins. 
Cushions for wicker chairs are made of 
plush or satins decorated with applique 
work, and are tied in with bows ot satin 
ribbon to match. 
Other?, more easily- 
made, are of two three-cornered pieces 
with a wide band of another color through 
the middle and strips of velvet or satin 
ribbon covering the joints and fastened on 
with pointe Russe stitches of embroidery 
silks in many gay colors. 
Ijcss expensive 
cushions a;-e of Turkish toweling or linen 
momie cloth, with cloth applique, or else 
with outline embroidery in the quaint Kate 
Greenaway and Mother Goose figures now 
so popular. 
There is a revival of the old- 
style French embroidery—done on white 
canvas and filled in with zephyr or silk 
after the manner of the Berlin work with 
which we are all familiar. 
Slippers, cush­ 
ions, chair stripes, etc., are shown in this, 
aud the designs are exquisite ; for instance, 
a chair-stripe, with aweet briar and forget- 
me-nots, and another with daisies and 
poppies in effective contrast. 
Such a 
chair-stripe, filled in and mounted on 
plush, makes a handsome chair, and while 
the materials are costly, the work necessary 
for finishing may be done by the merest 
tyro. 
Outline embroidery on linen, so popular 
last y»ear, is now even more so. 
The ma­ 
terials are inexpensive, the work is easy, 
and the uses to which it may be applied 
are legion. 
Chair backs, which is the cor­ 
rect name for the present form of tidy, are 
Bhown of linen, the size of a bath towel, 


stamped with scenes from “ Under the 
W indow,” “ Mother Goose,” or from some 
fairy tale. 
Fringed at the end these cost 
75 cents, pfain they are 55 cents, and the 
fringing out is easily done at home. 
Doy­ 
lies of iinen, or linen momie cloth, have 
for decoration the same quaint figures, or 
else a cup and 6aucer. a tea kettle, a jug 
or vase, a spoon and fork crossed, or other 
easily wrought design. 
Table mats in the 
same materia’, oval in shape and pret’i y 
fringed, are to be ornamented with a vine, 
or with a succession of figures done in out­ 
line stitch. 
Bed room sets, including mats for bu­ 
reau, pin-cushion cover and splasher for 
the wash-stand, arc decorated with Kate 
Greenaway figures. 
An appropriate design 
for the last-named article ia the picture of 
the incorrigible children who would go 
rowing about in tuba. 
These are done m 
the simplest outline stitches iu the Turkey 
red cotton that washes so well, or in black 
filoselle (split), which is also warranted to 
wash ; gay colors are used in the same way, 
but require great care to prevent fading. 
The patterns ia pale blue or red are 
pretty on table-cloths for luncheons or for 
5 o’clock teas. 
Heavy liueus for Bummer 
atghans for baby carriages also have out­ 
line work of this kind, with “ Hush-a-by, 
baby, upon the tree top,” and similar do- 
siens ; the edges have drawn-work and 
fringe. 
Mide-board covers arc done like scarf- 
covers, w ith only the end embroidered. 
Such covers are of cream-colored liaen 
momie cloth, with fringing aud drawn 
work on the ends, with embroidery in ara­ 
besque and moresque designs surmounting 
them. 
Inexpensive covers for small square 
or round tables are of cloth in olive, cardi­ 
nal, etc.. pinked on the edges and stamped 
with a border formed of successive single 
figures, or groups from Under the Window. 
These are done iu the ea-y outline stitches 
in embroidery silk. 
Beautiful pillow shams have drawn work 
as a border, with embroidery of morning, 
glories in the center or else a monogram, 
aud are edged with lace ; others, with the 
bed spread to match, have pale blue satin 
for the square center, wrought with heart’s- 
ease and finished with linen guipure ; toilet 
sets and also curtains are made to match 
this bed covering. 
Handsome coverlets are made of guipure 
sq ¡ares, sewed together, bordered with an 
cuge of the same iacs ami laid over a foun­ 
dation of colored silk—red. pink or blue. 
We have seen a beautiful set—bed spread 
and pillow-shams—- f plain net, darned 
with linen floss in flowers and leaves. 
Sheer muslin sets are made richly trimmed 
with Italian Valenciennes, and these also 
are lin. j w ith si »;. 
K nitting is once more in fashion, and 
coin-purses and silk stockings aro the gilt- 
edged phase of the fashion.

Some Notes of Religious News in the 
World. 
The Welsh Presbyterian Church in 1S51 
numbered 5S.S13 members, while last year 
the total membership was 1 IS,251, with 
upward of 100,000 adherents aud 163,373 
Sunday-school scholars. There were 7,300 
persons received into membership last 
year. 
It is estimated that at the present time 
the Old Catholics in the Germau Empire 
include at least 45 clergymen and 45,000 
lay members, under one bishop. The 
largest congregations are those at Munich, 
Cologne and Breslau, numbering about 
3,000 persons each. 
Methodism in France holds its own, and 
makes slight gains. There are at present 
166 places of worship in France—an in­ 
crease of only four in the last year. There 
are 29 ministers, 95 local preachers, 109 
class leaders, 1,775 members with 104: on 
trial, and 53 Sunday-schools, containing 2,­ 
655 scholars, connected with the churches. 
The revised version of the New Testa­ 
ment cannot, it is said, he permanently 
used in an English Presbyterian Church 
until it has received the sanction of the 
Synod. Dr. Donald Fraser, however, ha3 
favorably reviewed it from h¡3 pulpit, and 
Dr. Tkain Davidson read one of the les­ 
sons from it a few Sundays ago. 
The Calvinistic Methodists in Wales 
recently held a General Assembly, in 
which it was stated that there were in the 
denomination 1,147 societies, 1,134 chapels, 
600 ordained ministers, 118,979 communi­ 
cants, and 103,373 Sunday-school scholars. 
The increase in membership in the last de­ 
cade was 35. S per cent, in South Wales, 
and 25,7 per cent, in North Wales. 
The Rev. Moses How, of Cambridge, 
Mass., who is said to have been the oldest 
ordained preacher in New England, died a 
few days ago at the ago of 92 years. The 
Rev. John F. Adams, of the New Hamp­ 
shire Conference, who is 91 years old, is 
now said to be the oldest preacher in that 
section of the country, apd the oldest 
Methodist preacher in the world. 
John Marshall and John Adams were 
the intellectual children of the clergymen 
of their day. 
W ithout that religious 
teaching which anchored our Constitution 
on tbe moral law, which bound them by­ 
chains of adamant to the very throne of 
God itself, our Republic would have 
crumbled and wasted away aud perished 
as speedily as did the French Republic of 
1848. 
Whatever there is of virtue in 
American life and structure has come, in­ 
directly but surely, from the influence of 
the generation of Congregational clergy­ 
men which preceded.—[¡senator Hoar. 
From the report of the Statistical Secre­ 
tary, which was read at the International 
Sunday School Convention at Toronto, it 
appears that there are in the United States 
84,730 Sunday-schools ; Canada, 5,400, 
and in Newfoundland, 240, making a total 
of 90,370. The teachers in the United 
States number 6,820,835; in Canada, 
340,170, and in Newfoundland, 1,200, 
making a total of 975,195. The scholars 
are divided as follows : United States, 
6,820,835 ; Canada, 340,170, aud New­ 
foundland, 16,160, making a total of 
7,177,165. The number of converts added 
to the churches in twenty-four States and 
Territories was reported at 123,532. 
At least one clergyman in the Church of 
England has taken a decided stand in 
favor of the revised version. The Rev. 
Philip Hedgeland, of Penzance, writes to 
the Spectator that actual experience is the 
only test by which the work of the re­ 
visers should be judged. “ I have so far 
used the revised version in my church 
daily from the first Sunday after its ap­ 
pearance,” he writes, “ and shall probably 
continue the use, unless my Diocesan 
should forbid it. That, of all things, an 
appeal to the Bishops should be avoided. 
They cannot conveniently authorize what 
is uncertain in law, but they can tacitly 
allow the use of the revised version, justas 
they allow the use of hymns. And if the 
clergy who wish to set before their people 
the truest rendering of the original Script­ 
ures will only do their part, not being 
hindered by authority, the revised version 
will, if found worthy, gradually take the 
place of the ‘ Authorized,’ as the ‘Author­ 
ized ’ gradually (and probably without 
formal authority) superseded the Bishops’ 
Bible.” 
Upon the heels of the announcement that 
a new edition of the revised version of the 
New Testament, containing the readings 
suggested by the American committee, 
would be published in New York, comes the 
news that the members of the Baptist de­ 
nomination in Philadelphia intend to issue 
a new edition of the Testament Scriptures. 
The American Baptist Publication Society 
will have charge of the work. Nothing 
has been determined yet as to the character 
of the new edition. 
It has been deter­ 
mined, however, to incorporate in the book 
the rejected suggestions of the American 
committee, the displaced phrases being 
printed either as foot-notes or in an appen 
dix. It is possible, however, that the King 
James text and that of the American com­ 
mittee may be printed in parallel columns. 
The Rev. Dr. George W. Anderson, the 
editor of the Baptist Publication Society, 
and the Rev. Dr. Henry (j. Weston, of 
Crozer Seminary, will supervise the ar 
rangement of the work. In speaking of 
the forthcoming version the Rev. Dr. Will­ 
iam Cathcart, President of the Philadel­ 
phia Baptist Historical Society, is reported 
to have said : “ There were a few Baptists 
on the committee ; but we do not particu­ 
larly want a Baptist Bible ; we simply de­ 
sire a translation that will correspond ai 
nearly as may be with the original 
Greek. Many things in the King James 
Bible were mistranslations, and they have 
not been set right in the new revision. In 
the third chapter of Matthew, for instance, 
we find the Greek word ‘ en’ translated 
‘ in’ where it speaks of all Judea and 
Jerusalem having been baptized by John 
in the river Jordan. That, you see, ex 
actly bears out our doctrine of baptism by 
immersion. But a few verses further on 
we find the same Greek word rendered 
‘ with.’ Elsewhere it speaks of baptizing 
with the River Jordan—not with the waters 
of the river, but with the Jordan itself.” 
In view of this action by the Baptists of 
Philadelphia, the following brief extract 
from a sermon preached in London a few 
Sundays ago by tbe Rev. O. H. Spurgeon, 
will be read with interest. “ No Baptist,” 
he said, “ should ever fear any honest at­ 
tempt to produce the correct text and an 
accurate interpretation of the Old and 
New Testaments. For many years Bap­ 
tists have insisted upon it thst we ought to 
have the Word of God translated in the 
best possible manner, whether it would 
confirm certain religious opinions and 
practices, or work against them. All we 
want is the exact mind of the Spirit, as 
far aB we can get it. Beyond all other 
Christians were are concerned in thiB, see­ 
ing we have no other sacred book. ” 


Ebonizing— Staining Wood —Some Deco­ 
rative Notes. 
I vory.—Old ivory may be restored to 
its original color, w ithout cracking, by 
placing it under glass and exposing to 
the rays of the euh. 
L ace P a in tin g .—Lace may be painted 
by thinly coveting the parts with Chinese 
white, mixed with a little water-color 
megilp. 
The brush should be used rather 
dry. TVhen the white is quite dry, ordin­ 
ary water-colors are used, with the brush 
not too full. 
To G ild S te e l.—Mr. Leland, in his 
“ Minor A rts,” recommends the following: 
“ Make a neutral solution of gold in aqua 
regia (nitro-muriatic acid), and pour into 
it a quantity of sulphuric ether, which 
will take up the gold and float upon the 
denser acid. 
The article is then to be 
washed with this auriferous eti.er—that is 
to say, it is to be painted on with a hair- 
pencil. The ether now flies off and the 
gold adheres.” 
L a ce .—Lace may be largely used for the 
decoration of household furniture. It is 
employed a great deal for trimming cúr­ 
tame, table-covers and valances, besides 
covers, screens and music stools ; for the 
last au easy method is to arrange it in 
squares alternating with squares of col­ 
ored satin, managing the circle by the ad­ 
dition of thrée-cornered piecee, and com­ 
pleting the cover by a wide lace flounce. 
F ir e p la c e s. —Boards, made to fit tightly 
into the fireplace for summer use when no 
tire is required, are now in vogue for 
painting on. 
Sometimes the backgronnd 
is light-colored, but more frequently black 
or gold. A design of long rushes, grasses 
springing up the sides, with butterflies 
above and tangled briers and flowers be­ 
low, or a landscape in the center, sur­ 
rounded by a wreath of flowers, are suit­ 
able subjects. 
Em b r o id e r y .—Avoid using an iron to 
embroidery. 
It flattens the work and is 
apt to iiijure the color. 
For embroidery 
on linen, unless very badly done, it will 
be found quite sufficient to stretch the 
work as tightly as possible with white 
tacks or drawing pins on a clean board, 
and damp it evenly with a sponge. Leave 
it until quite dry, and then unfasten it, 
and, if necessary, comb out the fringe. 
If it is new work, it should not be fringed 
until after it has been stretched. 
A C o v e r.— The following is a sugges­ 
tion for a pianoforte cover : The founda­ 
tion drab cloth, bordered with damask ivy 
leaves sewn on with split wool a shade 
darker than the cloth; a wreath of the 
same in the center, inclosing an embroi­ 
dered monogram, and a bunch at each cor­ 
ner. If such leaves cannot be found in 
silk damask, they may be cut in dark 
green cloth, treated in the same way, and 
veined with long stitches of wool darker 
than the leaves. 
A p p liq u e.— A now form of applique 
is flowers cut out in paper, and covered 
with silk of the right shade, and then 
sewn on to cloth, satin, or sometimes 
Japanese or Panama canvas. It admits of 
infinite variety, but requires great neat­ 
ness and an artistic eye. It is applied to 
table borders, tea cosies, curtain borders, 
and many other uses. Cato must be taken 
to cut the paper with the utmost exact­ 
ness, and to cover it with the silk so per­ 
fectly that the form is preserved. In sew­ 
ing it on to the foundation, the necessary 
veiuings, petals, stamens, etc., are formed. 
P p o to u b a p h s.— Photographs are more 
frequently now seen in frames, or put 
about a room, than in albums. They are to 
be seen on mantel-shelves, often unframed, 
among the ornaments, or resting against 
the glass or wall ; and sometimes a small 
table, originally intended for the display 
of china, with a glass top, is devoted to 
them. They are arranged so as to show off 
to the best advantage, and are looked at 
from above through the glass. 
When the 
mantel-shelf is wkip, small folding screens, 
half opened, are lometimes to be seen put 
behind the ornament, covered with photo­ 
graphs. 
Some are of card-board, covered 
with gold paper and bound with colored 
ribbon; others are of wood. 
E b o n iz in g.—Inquiries are frequent for 
the R kcord-U n io x to describe the ebon­ 
izing process. We ie:er our readers to our 
issue of April 30rb,cnd the W e e k l y Union 
for the week following, for complete de­ 
tails for making imitation ebony surfaces. 
The Art Amateur for July contains a brief 
receipt on the same ssbjeet, which we ap­ 
pend i “ First,wet your work all over with 
a solution of logwood and copperas (sul­ 
phate of iron), boiled together and laid on 
hot. Use a few cents worth of logwood, 
and half as many cents worth of copperas, 
to the quart of water. When dry, wet all 
over again with a mixture of vinegar aud 
steel filings ; 2 oz. of steel tilings dissolved 
in a half pint of vinegar. When dry, sand­ 
paper down with fine paper until quite 
smooth. Then oil and fill in with powdered 
drop black mixed in the filler. Then pro­ 
ceed to body up, using a little drop black 
in your polish. Work to be ebonized 
should have a good level body of polish. 
Should your body become rough or unlevel, 
use a little powdered pumice stone tied up 
in a piece of rag. Dust your work lightly 
over with it. When bodied up let your 
work stand for twelve hours, then body up 
again with white polish. If your job is to 
be a bright polish, finish off with spirits. 
If dull, rub down with powdered pumice 
stone and a felt rubber until sufficiently 
dull, then dust off with a clean rag.” 
S ta in in g .—We cannot imagine why any­ 
one should wish to stain a wood to imitate 
black walnut, except it is to match in re­ 
pair work, and even then the “ repair” is 
easier made of walnut, though that wood 
is becoming somewhat scarce. The color 
of walnut is not pleasant, and only in the 
genuine wood is it endurable. It is a 
strong, easily-worked wood, and hence its 
popularity. 
To mahoganize is more de­ 
sired. Cherry is one of the most common­ 
ly-used woods for this purpose. If proper­ 
ly treated, cherry is one of the finest 
cabinet woods, and it seems almost a pity 
to use it for imitating anything else, even 
though it be mahogany. One recipe says, 
after getting the surface of the wood 
smooth, rub with a solution of nitric acid 
and then apply a solution of dragon’s 
blood. The solution is made by dissolving 
one ounce in a pint of alcohol and adding 
one-third of an ounce of carbonate of soda or 
common washing soda. Sulphuric acid will 
answer just as well. Its offiee is to darken 
the wood and prepare it for receiving the 
dye, which is the dragon’s blood. Recent 
experiments lead to the belief that the only 
advantage of the washing-soda is to neu­ 
tralize any of the acid which may remain 
behind. Another recipe calls for the acid 
treatment of the wood first, which is then 
followed by a liquid made with two ounces 
of logwood, eight ounces of madder, one 
ouncqjof fustic and one gallon of water. 
Thisqs boiled two hours, and then applied 
to the wood. Unfortunately, there are no 
recipes, so far as we know, which give di­ 
rections for using logwood, dragon’s blood, 
etc., in the shape in which they are found 
in the shop. For example, infetead of log­ 
wood in chips, it is much more convenient 
to buy a little four-ounce box of the ex­ 
tract of logw'ood, and instead of the mad­ 
der coming in the old form it can now be 
obtained in the form of a solid which 
is all 
ready to be 
dissolved 
in 
boiling 
water. 
By 
dissolving 
sep­ 
arately the logwood, dragon’s blood and 
madder in water, and then after getting 
them of good strength, mixing a little of 
each and drying on a waste piece of wood, 
the proper proportions necessary to get 
jnst the color desired are easily found. It 
must be borne in mind that the logwood 
gives a purplish tone to the mixture, and 
that the others, if kept to themselves, will 
only produce a yellow. The stains when 
upon cherry, without an acid being pre­ 
viously applied, will give a sort of dirty 
yellowish brown. If the acid is added af­ 
terward, the red will speedily make its ap­ 
pearance. Besides producing the red color, 
the acid has another effect, which is valu­ 
able in imitating old and dark mahogany— 
it darkens the wood very materially. The 
greatest amount of darkening can be ob­ 
tained by brushing the wood vitk the weak 


acid and then warming it. The heat in­ 
tensifies the action of the acid, but if too 
long continued it is possible to scorch the 
surface, making it look as though a hot 
iron had passed over it. Indeed, acid may 
be used for staining almost any wood a 
dark brown. It would be possible, by a 
combination of yellow and red stains, to 
produce the color of mahogany on almost 
any of our common woods, in Dick’^ En- 
cyclopiedia we find the following directions 
for producing a dark mahogany color : 
“ Boil half a pound of madder and two 
ounces of logwood in a gallon of water : 
apply with a brush while the liquid is hot ; 
when dry, go over the whole with a solu­ 
tion of pearlash made of two drams of 
pearlash to a quart of water.” We have 
some doubts as to the action of this solu­ 
tion on cherry', though it might act well 
enough on other woods. Permanganate of 
potash is often mentioned as being a good 
material for imitating certain kinds of 
wood. It comes in the form of crystals 
which are readily dissolved in water. 
When put upon the wood it penetrates 
deeply and produces a pink color at first, 
but this, by the decomposition of the per­ 
manganate of potash itself, soon changes 
to a dark brown. This is a durable color, 
consisting of a metal oxide distributed 
wherever the liquid has penetrated.

Beneath these words 
Girardin wrote : 
“ Truthful words ! 
Greatness for him who remembers them— 
evil to him that forgets !” 
From HeDri Buguet’s “ Handbook for 
Masters and Servants:” “ So many ser­ 
vants, so many enemies.” 
“ The best 
farm-hand is the ox.” “ I have one servant 
who is as useless as if I had twenty of 
him.” “ Good masters make gcolservants; 
one is never so well served as when one 
serves one’s self.” “ That man,” said a 
servant of his master, “ is so cold and re­ 
served that I would never learn anything 
about his private affairs if I didn’t open his 
letters.”

There is no work done in the world 
which expends vitality so fast as writing 
for the public. It is a work which is never 
done. It accompanies a man upon his 
walks, goes with him to the theater, gets 
into bed with him, and possesses him in 
his dreams.

The 
head of the Saviour is intensely beautiful 
and melancholy, and the general concep­ 
tion is one of the loftiest expressions of 
ideal beauty. That Munkaczy has not at­ 
tempted to paint what is called a divine 
figure has given rise to discassion. “ I 
should never have ventured to paint a 
divine figure,” he says, “ for what is 
divine cannot be painted ; if it could it 
would ceaHe to be divine. I wished to 
paint a God who has assumed human form 
and who could only assume it in its most 
perfect aspect.” This,is the best reply to 
those who reproach Munkaczy with having 
tried to modernize the physiognomy of 
Christ.

A SPANISH SPASM. 


A sort of spasm of U ltram ontanism has 
apparently broken out in Spain, w here an 
A rchbishop has ju st denounced the people 
and even the priesthood of Italy for not 
endeavoring 
to 
regain 
the 
tem poral 
pow er of th e Pope. 
W hether this curious 
outburst was incited by the recent a t­ 
tac k of th e Roman mob upon th e funeral 
procession of Pius the N inth, does not 
appear, though it is quite probable. 
The 
Spanish priest who is so indignant over 
th e apathy of the Roman hierarchy, how ­ 
ever, is very plainly behind the time, 
for th e Pope has at present no more pros­ 
pect of regaining tem poral power than he 
has of restoring the Inquisition. The tru th 
is th a t the tem poral power has disappeared 
finally, and nothing short of a convulsion 
of th e m ost unexpected and incalculable 
kind could restore 
the only conditions 
favorable to it. I t is possible th at the Pope 
himself realizes this, though th e traditions 
of the V atican m ake it necessary for him 
to m aintain the fiction of expecting tho 
restoration of the old order of things. 
A t 
present Italy is a kingdom, b u t should it 
undergo any farther change it cahnot be 
doubted th a t it will become a republic, 
since the tendency there as everywhere in 
Kurope is tow ards democracy. U nder such 
a change, however, the doom of the tem ­ 
poral power of the papacy would be more 
firmly sealed than ever, nor is there any­ 
w here a power either able or willing to 
take up arm s for the restoration of a sover­ 
eignty which, while it endured, was a 
scandal and a t offense to civilization, and 
wholly inconsistent w ith the spiritual pre­ 
tensions of the Church of Rome. 
The 
Spanish prelate who looks for the restora­ 
tion of the tem poral power is in fact a sort 
of ecclesiastical R ip Van W inkle. 


DEFEAT OF THE AMEER, 


There seems no doubt th at the Ameer of 
A fghanistan has been com pletely defeated 
by Ayoob Khan, and th a t thus the last 
rem nant of the authority so laboriously 
erected by the B ritish arm s has been sw ept 
away. 
As the English forces have been 
w ithdraw n from Afghanistan the defeated 
Am eer has nothing to fall back upon, and 
no doubt Ayoob K han will as usual receive 
th e allegiance of m ost of the tribes who 
previously 
supported the Ameer. 
The 
effect of this change upon the future of 
A fghanistan may be very slight, bu t it 
m ast exert a sinister influence upon the 
B ritish prestige throughout th at region, 
if indeed th a t prestige survived the aban­ 
donm ent of the country after so much hard 
w ork had been gone through to win it. 


BETTER THAN PENITENTIARIES. 


How m any of our readers are fam iliar 
w ith Mrs. B row ning’s poem, “ The Cry 
“ of the C hildren?” 
I t is one of those 
idealizations of 
terrible realities which, 
because of th eir tru th and tenderness, pro­ 
duce a lasting impression upon the mind. 
I t expresses not only an awful fact, b u t a 
social problem of the m ost urgent char­ 
acter. 
For, as the poetess says : 


“ —well may the children weep before you; 
They are weary ere they run ; 
Tliev have never seen the sunshine, nor the glory 
Which is brighter than the sun; 
They know the grief of man, without his wisdom ; 
They sink in man's despair, without its calm— 
Are slaves, without the liberty in Christendom, 
Are martyrs, by the pang without the palm. 


In every one of our great cities, from 
thousands of festering alleys and sw elter­ 
ing tenem ent houses, rises the cry of the 
children. 
Amid the crash and roar of our 
sw elling industries, amid the rush and 
h urry of our absorbing business pursuits, 
the 
pitiless 
struggle 
for existence 
is 
hourly distilling from our w eakest ele­ 
m ents a puny, stunted, enfeebled race, 
born destitute of the energy, th e vigor and 
th e self-restraint which are indispensable 
to success and civilization. 
All the envir­ 
onm ent is against them . 
They are th ru st 
into a world which not only does not 
welcome them , bu t which lays traps for 
them at every stage of th eir existence. 
Doomed from th eir b irth to breathe a poi­ 
soned air, to swallow poisoned food, to 
suck disease and torpor w ith th eir m other's 
m ilk, to become fam iliar w ith vice before 
they are able to form any judgm ent of 
their own, to know only th e squalid, 
mean, sordid, miserable side of everything, 
it would be impossible to say how better 
hum an beings could be prepared for crime 
and chronic degradation than are these 
products of nineteenth-century progress. 


“ They look ur, with their pale autl sunken faces, 
And their look is dread to see. 
For they mind you of their angels in high places, 
With eyes turned on Deity :— 
■ IIow long,’ they say, • how long, 0 cruel nation, 
Will you sta_d, to move the world, on a child's 
heart— 
Strike down with a mailed hand its palpitation, 
And tread onward to your throne amid the 
mart T 
Our blood splashes upward, O gold-heaper ' 
And your purple shows your path ; 
But the child’s sob in the silence curtes deeper 
Tuan the strong mau in his wrath.” 


Inexorable N ature visits its proper pun­ 
ishm ent upon every breach of her enact­ 
m ents, and the nation th a t ignores the 
pauperism and m isery and squalor in its 
m idst has alw ays to pay dearly for its 
neglect, 
in the scourging curse of epi­ 
demics 
and 
th e 
blistering 
sm art 
of 
crime and lawlessness. 
The neglected 
slums revenge them selves on the apathetic 
“ gold-heapers,” 
by obliging 
them 
to 
spend th eir 
sorely-grudged 
w ealth 
in 
penitentiaries and houses of correction and 
M agdalene asylums. 
I t is a very costly 
and 
calam itous 
neglect 
which 
passes 
over the condition of the poor, and w hich 
regards them as of no consequence in the 
social scheme. 
The expense of carrying 
on governm ent, of protecting th e citizen 
by day and by night, of adm inistering the 
laws, of preserving order and peace, is im ­ 
mensely increased by the presence of the 
tenem ent house districts in our cities. 
They 
are 
th e 
haunts 
of 
th e vicious 
and crim inal classes ; 
the breeding and 
training places of our prison-birds. 
I t is 
there th a t the m ost awful curse th at 
hum anity can suffer is inflicted upon thou­ 
sands of w retches every year—th e heredi­ 
tary transm ission of crim inal tendencies. 
This is a disease as hopeless and as certain 
as th a t of inherited insanity. 
The subtle 
tain t courses through the blood, and it is 
ineradicable. 
And Society is responsible 
for this. 
M illions upon millions of dollars 
are squandered yearly upon frivolities, 
which if invested in the erection of whole­ 
some and convenient dwellings for the poor 
would elim inate some of th e w orst evils of 
city life for th e so-called lower classes at 
once. 
O ther millions are 
fooled away 
upon cdarse and selfish indulgences, and 
barbarous sports and vulgar extravagance, 
which m ight be made to return th eir ow n­ 
ers ten thousand fold, in the purest and 
highest pleasures attainable. 


I t is, however, slowly growing upon the 
careless perception of Society th at there 
are obligations and duties here, and it is 
encouraging to see th a t when once this 
tru th has been realized it is not long in 
bringing forth fruit after its kind. 
M any 
of our w ealthy men have sought the praise 
of posterity by bequeathing great Bums to 
educational institutions. 
W e do not say 
th at this is not a proper or beneficent thing 
to do. 
B at a citizen of New Y ork, Mr. 
A. B. Stone, has recently m ade a gift 
which for the utility and beauty of it 
seems to us to surpass all university and 
college endowm ents. H e has given a noble 
park, pleasure ground and m ansion as a 
Sum m er Home for th e poer children of 
the city. 
I t is situated by the sea. 
I t is 
roomy and capacious. 
There is everything 
th at can delight and satisfy the poor little 
creatures who are brought out to it. 
A 
benevolent organization — th e C hildren’s 
Aid Society—has taken charge of it, and is 
to conduct it. 
And there, year after year, 
for all tim e, thousands of frail and sickly 
and stunted little ones will bo enabled to 
go, and to draw in draughts of life and 
health and m ental as well as physical 
vigor, and every sum m er excursion to Bath 
Park will be a fresh blow at vice and 
crime, and a fresh gain to the cause of civ­ 


ilization. 


I t is such noble and farsighted benevo­ 
lence as this th a t justifies high hopes of 
the future. 
M r. Stone has set an example 
to the rich which some of them a t least 
will be sure to follow. 
H e has shown 
them how the sw eetest possible pleasures 
of 
philanthropy may be obtained, not 
through the 
im aginative 
and 
faraway 
medium 
of 
posthum ous gratitude, 
but 
during the life of the giver. For w hat purer 
or higher gratification can a man w ith any 
feeling for his kind have, than the con­ 
stan t grateful joy of the sorrow -stricken 
arm y of Poverty’s children ? 
The boon 
he has bestowed npon these poor children 
is priceless, indeed. 
He has put sunshine 
and 
sweet 
air, 
and 
calm 
rest 
and 
genuine recreation, into their squalid lives. 
He has given them ideals. 
H e has raised 
and stim ulated all their better parts. He 
has made it possible for them to rise out of 
the mire in which they were born. 
And 
this is b etter than penitentiaries. I t is a clear 
indication of the way by which th e evil 
distillations of the slum s—th e assommoirs 
of our society—are 
to 
be 
overcome. 
W hether the S tate should undertake this 
great w ork, or w hether it should be under­ 
taken by private munificence, may be for 
tbe m oment left undeterm ined. 
The fact 
to be realized ia th at the work requires to 
be done, and th a t unless it is done we 
shall have to go on bnilding more peniten­ 
tiaries and asylum s and houses of correc­ 


tion, and shall find w hen we have filled 
them all th a t th e crim inal level rem ains 
scarcely changed. 
England spent £S,000,- 
000 in transporting her crim inals to A us­ 
tralia, and w hen she had established penal 
colonies there, and started them 
well, 
she found th a t there was no appreciable 
dim inution in the num ber of her crim inals 
at home. 
I t is not by penitentiaries and 
transportation th at crim e is to be checked. 
I t is by removing the conditions w hich 
produce th e crim inal tem peram ent.

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TEE OPIUM TRADE. 


The Society for the Suppression of the 
Opium T rade has been corresponding w ith 
th e Chinese Governm ent, in the expectation 
of w hat precise 
results does not very 
clearly appear. 
The Society has received 
a letter from th e Chinese prem ier in which 
he is reported as saying th a t “ opium is a 
“ subject on which England and China can 
“ never m eet on common ground. 
China 
“ views th e whole question from a moral 
“ and England from a fiscal standpoint.” 
T hat is a terse way of putting the case, b ut 
it is nearly correct. 
England does not 
care w hat injury th e opium trade does to 
China. 
A ll Bhe does care about is the 
revenue derived from it. 
She is ju st now 
experiencing from th e Burmese precisely 
the same opposition th a t she has long en­ 
countered from China. 
The Burmese Gov­ 
ernm ent points out th a t the opium habit 
is ruining the people, and th a t it is rapidly 
gaining a foothold from which it will be im ­ 
possible to dislodge it. 
B ut all such argu­ 
m ents are useless. 
The opium m ust be 
sold, and if th e natural consumers of it do 
not like to take it, they m ust be compelled 
to do so. 
N ot long 
ago an elaborate 
attem p t was made to m ake it appear th a t 
the Chinese alw ays did use opium anyhow, 
and th a t therefore the compulsory use of 
it was no injury to them . 
Of course this 
argum ent entirely ignored the moral aspect 
of the question. 
I t was precisely equiva­ 
lent to the argum ent of a rum-seller, to the 
effect th a t the drunkards he was m aking 
would have got liquor somewhere, and 
therefore he m ight ju st as well supply them 
as 
for it 
to 
be 
done 
by somebody 
else. 
I t 
really 
is 
of 
no 
practical 
consequence w hether the 
Chinese em ­ 
ployed opium before the English forced it 
upon them . 
The moral guilt of England 
is the same in either case. 
So far as she 
could she has com pel is d these people to 
use the drug, and an her action in th e 
premises 
has 
been 
calculated 
to 
de­ 
moralize and debase them . 
The tru th is 
th a t there is no answ er to thd indictm ent 
against England on this count. 
H er course 
tow ards China has been infamous in this 
respect, and it is th e sharpest possible 
satire upon her pretensions and professions 
of C hristianity. 
If the Governm ent of the 
U nited States were to force th e Indians to 
drink 
w hisky, and th en seek to excuse 
itself by alleging th a t they had been in 
th e habit previously of procuring it from 
post-traders and squaw-men, the defense 
would be in all respects as good as th a t 
which has been p ut forw ard on behalf of 
England. 
The opium business is an ou t­ 
rage of the first class, and it is a standing 
scandal and disgrace to the country th at 
is responsible for it. 
The fact th a t th e 
weakness of China singled her out for this 
outrage, moreover, adds to the meanness 
and im m orality of it, and puts the sham e­ 
less greed of the English G overnm ent in 
the m ost odious and detestable light. 


THE CHANCES OF FORTUNE. 


A curious illustration occurred the other 
day in New Y ork of the impossibility of 
foreseeing th e tendency of events. 
A 
venerable-looking man, w ith w hite hair 
and beard, began to sing in C entral park, 
and the passers-by dropped a tew small 
coins into his hand, for he sang rem ark­ 
ably well. 
Presently a policeman came 
up and told him th at he was transgressing 
the rules of the park, and th a t he m ust go 
away. 
B ut as the policeman p u t his hand 
on the old m an’s shoulder he discovered 
th a t the stranger wore a wig, and looking 
closer saw th a t his beard also was false. 
H e pulled the wig and beard off, and a 
young man stood before him. 
The police­ 
man arrested him instantly for w earing a 
disguise, and on being taken to the station- 
house he told his story. 
H e said th at he 
was an Englishm an, and an actor and 
singer by occupation. 
H e had been choir­ 
m aster in a London church, and had 
drilled aDd led several theatrical choruses. 
He had come to the U nited States hoping 
to get employm ent, b ut had failed. 
A t 
last, finding himBelf starving, he had re­ 
sorted to th e disguise in which he was ar­ 
rested, for the purpose of procuring enough 
to keep himself alive. 
The m agistrate 
before whom he was taken prom ptly sen­ 
tenced him to six m onths’ im prisonm ent, 
and at th is point his case would seem to 
have been as hopeless and desperate as 
possible. 
B ut his story had been taken 
down by the reporters, and appeared in 
all the papers, and then several persons 
who had m ade his acquaintance came 
forward and [testified to the tru th of so 
much of it as lay w ithin th eir knowledge. 
H is references were exam ined and found 
perfectly correct. 
H is account of himself 
was fully borne out by docum ents in his 
possession. 
I t was m ade apparent th a t he 
had always borne a good character, and 
been a steady, industrious and capable 
man. 
General sym pathy was felt for him. 
Sum i of money were sent to the m agistrate 
for his relief. 
Offers of em ploym ent from 
responsible parties fairly ponred upon him. 
Influential citizens persuaded the m agis­ 
trate to rem it the sentence pronounced 
upon him. 
A nd w ithin forty-eight hours 
of his arrest he was once more free, and 
not only free, bu t happy in the assurance 
of perm anent aDd rem unerative em ploy­ 
ment. 
Thus the very acts which a t first 
seemed to be leading him straight to ruin 
and disgrace were in fact the very means 
by which his distress was relieved, and the 
notoriety which threatened a t the outset to 
bring him only shame and hum iliation, 
effected his liberation and solved the prob­ 
lem of existence for him in the m ost satis­ 
factory way. 


A GREAT ENTERPRISE. 


A gigantic drainage scheme has recently 
been organized a t th e E a s t 
Its purpose 
is the draining of a trac t of swam p land 
in th e central and southern p art of Florida, 
known as th e "E v erg lad es.” 
I t includes 
tbe lowering of Lake Okeechobee, and the 
ultim ate design is the reclam ation of eight 
m illions of acres of the richest and m ost 
productive land in Florida. 
The w ork is 
to be done by means of canals. 
A con­ 
tract has been made w ith the S tate w here­ 
by th e company undertaking the enterprise 


s to have one-half of the reclaim ed land, 
th a t is w> say, four million acres. 
The 
whole of the tract to be reclaim ed lies be­ 
low the frost line, and it is said to be a 
richer soil than th at of Cuba. 
I t will pro­ 
duce sugar, tobacco, fibrous plants, and all 
th e tropical fruits, as abundantly as the 
W est Indies, 
and as transportation is 
ample and convenient the question of m ar­ 
kets is settled before the work is be­ 
gun. 
Tbe 
engineers 
have 
surveyed 
the 
Lake which is to be lowered, and 
have determ ined to proceed by a canal 
tw enty-one miles 
long, 
em ptying into 
the St. Lucie river, and a canal from the 
lake to the Calooschetchie river, which 
flows into th e Gulf of Mexico. 
Ditches 
will also be dug to drain the rem oter parts 
of the Everglades, and the stream s which 
em pty into the lake w ill be straightened 
and deepened where necessary’. 
Though 
th e enterprise appears to involve a great 
deal of heavy work, th e soil is so easily re­ 
moved th a t it will really not occupy much 
tim e. 
In fact tbe company expect to have 
th e whole trac t reclaim ed in less than two 
years, and in the th ird to have it fully pre­ 
pared for production on a large scale. 
Of 
course one of the incidents of this exten­ 
sive drainage promises to be the removal 
of m alaria froaj the region w hich is to be 
operated upon. 


TRAVELERS’ TALES. 


W hen we see how rashly travelers u s­ 
ually jum p to conclusions about the coun­ 
tries and peoples they visit, as illustrated 
by the tales they tell of our own country, 
we m ay be w arranted in doubting w hether 
the accounts given of little know n lands 
and races are for the m ost part of any real 
value. 
I t is indeed very m uch easier t > 
obtain accurate inform ation about the U ni­ 
ted States than it is to learn the habits, 
thoughts, 
practices and institutions of 
C entral African tribes. 
Y et every day 
there arise evidences of the aitm ish in g 
proneness to fallibility, even of the me si 
acute and conscientious 
men, 
traveling 
amoDg people who speak the same lan­ 
guage w ith themselves, who possess sim i­ 
lar habits, religions, literature and tra d i­ 
tions, and from whom the m ost abundant 
inform ation may be obtained on every con­ 
ceivable 
topic. 
A 
recent 
and 
more 
than 
commonly 
rem arkable 
instance 
of 
this 
tendency 
to 
form 
erro­ 
neous conclusions has 
been 
given 
in 
the case of the famous w ar correspondent, 
Dr. Russell, who visited this country w ith 
the D uke of Sutherland. 
I t may be said 
in advance th at the stay m ade by Dr. 
Russell’s party in th e U nited S tates was 
so Bhort as to render his opportunities for 
close observation very lim ited. 
B ut since 
it has been his special business for years to 
make rapid generalizations, 
and sijice his 
faculties have been trained to observe keen­ 
ly, 
and to take iu all the salient fea­ 
tures of the communities he visits, it m ight 
have been supposed th a t he would have 
escaped frequent blunders a t least. 
If, however, the cable dispatches about 
his letters to the Morning Po st m ay be 
credited, he has been m aking statem ents 
the falsity of which is marvelous, and in­ 
deed alm ost grotesque. 
I t is said for ex­ 
am ple th a t some of his letters have been 
“ devoted exclusively to the lawlessness, 
“ m urder, 
lynching, 
etc., 
in th e 
F ar 
“ W e s t” by which term he signifies Cali­ 
fornia, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Colorado 
and Texas. 
He is represented as anim ad­ 
verting severely upon the “ discreditable 
“ condition” in which “ many d istric ts” 
iu the States and Territories referred to 
are allowed to rem aio, and the general 
idea to be derived from his statem ents is 
th a t the “ F ar W est ” described by him is 
the home of sanguinary desperadoes prin­ 
cipally ; th a t shooting, cutting and haDg- 
¡Dg are the main recreations of the people ; 
th a t the law is contem ned and openly 
outraged co n tin u ally ; and th a t in fact 
society is in the condition in which it was 
portrayed many years ago in the romances 
of M ayne Reid, G ustave Aim ard, and 
sim ilar authors. 
H e says, if he is not in­ 
correctly quoted, th a t “ he does not think 
“ there is in any p art of the world, or ever 
“ ha3 been in any civilized country, such 
“ shootings, stabbings and m urderings as 
“ have filled these lands w ith bloodshed.” 
There Í3 in this kind of statem ent so 
large an elem ent of the ludicrous as alm ost 
to disarm resentm ent a t the perversion of 
facts involved. 
There was a tim e when 
we should have been m ade extrem ely an- 
grybysuch wholesale m isrepresentation, b u t 
we have become more philosophical of late 
years, and now we only wonder how a man 
of Dr. R ussell’s intelligence and shrew d­ 
ness coaid have been so grossly deceived. 
His m istakes are the more surprising when 
we remember th a t during the past year 
there has been more lawlessness, violence 
and anarchy in one p a rt of G reat B ritain 
than probably ever existed in any p art of 
th e “ F ar W est ” since it was colonized by 
Americans. 
I t is difficult to understand 
how an Englishm an who has had the state 
of Ireland before his eyes continually, who 
has witnessed the u tte r failure of the law 
there, who has seen his own Governm ent 
literally paralyzed by th e problem th ru st 
upon it, who has had every day for m onths 
to read of m urders, outrages, arsons, m u t'. 
lations, mobs, defeats of justice, every form 
of contem pt for and hostility to the con­ 
stitu ted authorities and the established 
order of things, can go abroad, and at once 
be shocked and disgusted by the infrequent 
and abnormal instances of 
lawlessness 
which he encounters in the rem oter re­ 
gions of this republic, and can attrib u te 
these outbreaks to a prevalent hatred of 
and disregard for orderly governm ent. 
A t his very door, as one may say, Dr. 
Russell can find examples of lawlessness 
such as he m ight ransack the world for 
parallels to, either in extent or character. 
H e can find there tw o-thirds of a popula­ 
tion sym pathizing w ith the law -breakers, 
and shielding them in every possible way. 
He can find there juries who acquit m ur­ 
derers in the teeth of the m ost convincing 
evidence. 
H e can find there thousands of 
men who look upon assassination as lauda­ 
ble. 
Y et he ignores all these evidences of 
a defeotive civilization, and he can hariliy 
find w ords to express his astonishm ent a t 
the apathy of th e Am erican people of the 
F ar W est, in the face of th a t saturnalia 
of crim e which exists only in his heated 
imagination. 
W e know very well th a t he 
is m istaken as to th e social condition of 
th is part of the country. 
W e know th a t 
California to-day ia as free from crim e as 
M iddlesex, to say the le a st 
W e know 
th a t human life is respected here to such 
an extent th a t our jnries cannot be in­ 
duced 
to hang for 
m urder. 
In 
Col­ 
orado 
there 
is 
some 
lawlessness, 
in ­ 
evitably arising from the 
developm ent 


of a new m ining regioD. 
In N ew Mexico 
and Arizona there is probably as much 
crime as existed in A ustralia w hen the 
gold fields were discovered. 
B ut assuredly 
there is in none of these Territories and 
States any such condition of general or 
prevailing anarchy as to justify the in ­ 
dictm ent which Dr. Russell has draw n 
against Am erican civilization. 
W e are 
sorry th a t he shonld have made so bad a 
use of his opportunities, and th a t instead 
of telling the tru th about us he should 
have joined th e great arm y of traveling 
rom ancers who are responsible for the 
belief th a t all Californians w ear red shirts, 
tuck their trow sers into th eir boots, carry 
two revolvers and a bowie-knife in their 
belts, and invariably shoot whoever offends 
them in any way. 
W e can afford to wait 
patiently for onr vindication from this kind 
of libel, b u t we do not think Dr. Russell 
can so well afford to join himself w ith the 
sm all fry of fabulists who have invented 
and perpetuated ik 


THE CHANGE IN 
THE 
“ NATION.” 


The N ew Y ork Nation has been made 
the w eekly edition of the Evening Pont. I t 
has therefore ceased to have a separate ex­ 
istence. 
The contents have all previously 
appeared in the Poet, and though it m ight 
be difficult to assert th a t it has suffered 
any literary loss since th is chaDge w ent 
into effect, it is perfectly certain th a t it 
has ceased to be the Nation for those who 
have read the latter for the past ten years. 
W e suppose th a t the new m anagers of the 
Poet concluded this change to be desirable. 
W e presum e th a t th e Nation was not pay­ 
ing sufficiently to render its m aintenance 
under th e original conditions justifiable. 
A nd y et the Nation was beyond all ques­ 
tion the best journal ever published on this 
c o n tin e n t; the m ost keen, logical, fearless, 
just, frank and intelligent. 
I t was always 
conducted on a high plane. I t alw ays gave 
th e very w isest and m ost suggestive in­ 
terpretations 
and comm ents upon c u r­ 
rent events. 
I t was so thoroughly good 
in all its departm ents th a t its failure to 
m ake a fortune for its conductors is a most 
discreditable fact to the Am erican people. 
W hen so adm irable a journal as the Nation 
has to descend to th e position of weekly 
tender to a daily new spaper because it 
cannot obtain sufficient support on its 
m erits, it is tim e to adm it candidly th at 
there is a great deal of falsehood in the 
prevailing brag about American* educa­ 
tional progress, and th a t th e national 
standard of intellectual grow th is clearly 
not yet up to th e level of the Nation. This 
is the unavoidable conclusion to be derived 
from the late change, and it is one to be 
regretted on m any accounts, bu t chiefly be­ 
cause the stupidity of the masses has here 
resulted in depriving the intellectual m i­ 
nority of a journal which they admired 
and appreciated m ost heartily and th o r­ 
oughly.

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WARNER MILLER. 


Senator W arner M iller has been display­ 
ing so m uch garrulity a t his entrance into 
his high office as to alarm his friends and 
gratify his enemies. 
H e is a paper m anu­ 
facturer, and, unfortunately, his sole pub­ 
lic act heretofore has been an agitation for 
the increase of the d u ty on wood pulp. 
This, therefore, was rath er a delicate sub­ 
ject for him to handle, b u t at the annual 
m eeting of the Paper M akers’ Association 
he grappled w ith it boldly and im prudent­ 
ly, and a t the same tim e took the oppor­ 
tu n ity of declaring himself in favor of sub­ 
sidizing steam ship lines to carry his paper 
to Brazil and elsewhere. 
M l. M iller has 
fattened on protection so long th a t he 
seems to have lost all sense of modesty’. 
I t is not enough for him th a t the consum ­ 
ers are forced to pay a fancy price for his 
paper, b n t he would further tax them to 
establish steam ship lines to extend his busi­ 
ness abroad. 
W e have no doubt th a t there 
are plenty of protected m anufacturers who 
entertain quite as audacious ideas as these, 
b u t if they are fortunate enough to get to 
the U nited States Senate, th ey are usually 
sufficiently discreet to m aintain a judicious 
reticence on their personal desires. 
Sen­ 
ato r M iller lacks this discretion, and the 
consequence is th a t he has said things 
which he will probably have cause to re­ 
gret eventually. 


MURDER IN FUN. 


The last celebration of the F ourth of 
Ju ly was prolific of fatal accidents from 
the use of toy pistols. 
A t least a dozen 
deaths occurred in tw o or three Eastern 
cities from lockjaw superinduced upon 
wounds caused in this way. 
There were 
also many cases of eyes shot out, painful 
flesh w ounds inflicted, property injured, 
and sm all boys seriously demoralized. The 
tendency for several years in the m anu­ 
facture of w hat are very im properly called 
“ toy ” pistols has been to give th e w eap­ 
ons more force, until now there is very 
little to choose betw een them and real pis­ 
tols, though they are still handled and 
used as recklessly as though they could 
not do any mischief. 
N ext to the toy pis­ 
tol in danger and offensive properties is 
the sling, w ith which, though it is perhaps 
impossible to com m it m urder, yet very se­ 
rious wounds may be produced. 
I t is of 
course idle to expect prudence and precau­ 
tion from boys. 
The only way to prevent 
them from doing mischief is to keep dan­ 
gerous things out of th eir reach. 
The toy 
pistols are entirely unsafe, and th eir sale 
ought to be prohibited ; and if th e slings 
also were tabooed, society would be con­ 
siderably relieved. 


TRACING THEM OUT. 


I t looks as if the genesis of th e infernal 
machines was abont to be discovered, and 
as if the pretense th a t they had been sent 
across th e A tlantic by “ B ritish ag en ts” 
would be very effectually exploded. 
A 
dispatch from Peoria, 111., 
states th a t 
one of th e editors of the N ational Demo­ 
crat claims to have ascertained th a t the 
machines were m annfactured there. 
He 
says : “ A D irector of th e Association of 
“ U nited Irishm en lives here, and is sup- 
“ posed to know all about th e m atter. 
“ There were ten of th e m achines made 
“ here and shipped to N ew Y ork, w here 
“ they were loaded w ith dynam ite and 
“ then shipped to London. 
T he manu- 
“ factory ii in South W ashington street. 
“ The reporter has been invited by one of 
“ th e interested parties to w itness an ex- 
“ hibition of the destructive powers of the 
“ machine, th e trial to be m ade w ithin a 
“ mile of th e oity.” 
The steam ship com­ 
panies are naturally very m uch alarm ed by 
the shipm ent of these machines, and are 
taking th e utm ost precaution to prevent 
any further shipm ents of the kind. 
In 
E iro p e there is quite a general consterna­ 


tion, and th e press of G erm any is intim at­ 
ing its opinion th a t the A m erican Govern 
m ent ought to take the m atter in hand ’ 
The fact th a t 
the discovery of such 
shipm ents operates to deter passengers 
from proceeding in any of the trans- A tlantic 
steam ers of course has m uch to do w ith 
th is excitem ent, which does no t seem to 
die out, but, on the contrary, increases. 


THE STORING OF ELECTRICAL ENERGY 


One of the m ost im portant discoveries 
of the age has ju st occurred in the ascer­ 
tainm ent of the fact th at electrical energy 
can be stored in such a way as to be capa­ 
ble of transportation and preservation, 
apparently w ithout lim it of distance or 
tim e. 
The test of this was made by send­ 
ing a box containing a Faure battery, in 
which a million foot-pounds of energy had 
been stored, from P aris to London. 
This 
“ box of electricity ” was sent to the lab­ 
oratory of Sir W illiam Thomson, who, in 
a letter to the Times, com pletely puts a t 
rest all doubts as to th e real im portance of 
the discovery, and relates some of the 
results of experim ent. 
H e says “ the 
“ million foot-pounds kept in th e box dur- 
“ ing its seventy-tw o hours’ journey from 
“ Paris to Glasgow was no exaggeration. 
“ One of the Faure cells, after being dis- 
“ charged, was recharged again by its own 
“ laboratory battery, and then left to itself 
“ absolutely undisturbed for ten days. 
“ A fter th a t it yielded to use tw o hundred 
“ aDd sixty thousand foot-pounds (or a little 
“ more than a q uarter of 
a 
million). 
“ This not only confirms M. R synier’s 
“ m easurem ents, 
on 
th e 
faith 
of 
“ which 
your 
correspondent’s 
state- 
“ m ents were m ad e; it serves further 
“ to show th a t th e w aste of the stored 
“ energy by tim e is not great, and th a t 
“ for days or weeks, a t all events, it 
“ m ay not be of practical m om ent.” 
Sir 
W illiam then discusses the various uses 
to which 
this 
discovery can be put, 
and 
shows th at it is destined to 
be 
utilized 
m ost 
speedily in th e electric 
lighting 
of 
houses 
and 
steam ships, 
though it is capable of being applied to the 
m ost various uses. By employing th e Faure 
accum ulator it will be possible to guard 
against all th e accidents which the pres­ 
ent m ethods of generating electricity for 
illum inating purposes are liable to. 
Sir 
W illiam incidentally shows th a t th e new 
principle may be used to great advantage 
in surgery, for he says : “ A few days ago 
“ my colleague, Professor George Buchan- 
“ an, 
carried away from m y laboratory 
“ oue of the lead cells (weighing about 
“ eighteen pounds) in his carriage, and by 
“ it ignited the thick platinum wire of a 
“ galvanic erraseitr and bloodlessly re- 
“ moved a nivvoid tum or from th e tongue 
“ of a young boy in about a m inute of 
“ tim e. 
The operation would have oceu- 
“ pied over ten m inutes if perform ed by 
“ th e ordinary chain ecraseur, as it m ust 
“ have been had the Faure cell not been 
“ available.” 
B ut it is evident th a t the 
storage of energy thus found possible m ust 
render a hundred m atters possible which 
have hitherto been im practicable, and th at 
it m ust solve an equal num ber of scien­ 
tific problem s which have h itherto haliled 
experim ent. 
I t is, in fact, one of th e very 
greatest discoveries of the century, and it 
is a t present absolutely impossible to say 
w hat it m ay not lead to. 


MIDHAT 
PASHA. 


■So M idhat Pasha is not to die, b u t to go 
into exile in C entral Arabia, where he may 
tu rn W ahabee, eschew tobacco, and be­ 
come a leader of fanatics, if he pleases. I t 
is said th a t in soliciting pardon a t the 
hands of the Sultan, M idhat Pasha con­ 
fessed th a t he had been accessory to the 
death of A bdul Aziz. 
U nder some circum ­ 
stances such an admission as this (supposing 
it to have been made) would be aw kw ard. 
B ut in T urkey the reigning Sultan would 
often find it very dangerous to establish 
th e precedent of punishing th e m urderers 
of his predecessors, for in T urkey the m ur­ 
derers of th e last Sultan are alm ost neces­ 
sarily th e friends of th e reigning one. Now 
if those who m ake way for the reigning 
Sultan are to be punished for th eir zeal, 
th e few friendB possible to a Sultan will be 
removed. 
As it is, the Sultan lives in 
constant anxiety or apprehension. H e may 
be poisoned at any tim e nnles3 he can se­ 
cure the fidelity of hiB cooks and taster. 
H is im m ediate officers and servants m ay be 
loyal, or they m ay not. 
M idhat Pasha has 
been very useful to the present Sultan, and 
has a large and powerful following. 
To 
kill such a man m ight precipitate an insur­ 
rection, or at least produce an intrigue 
w ith assassination for its ultim ate object. 
M idhat Pasha is not an old man, and he 
m ay return from El H adjez, moreover. 


OREGON. 


A dvices from P ortlan d . 
P o r tla n d , Ju ly 29tb.—In consequence of 
the heavy condition of the track, caused by 
the hard rains last evening, the races an­ 
nounced to come off tc-day over the N orth­ 
western D istrict Agricultural Association’s 
Course, were postponed until 
to-morrow, 
which will close the sporting season. 
On the 28th, while Judge W arner and M. 
M cGraw were returning from Colfax, W . T , 
to Lewiston, I. T ., their team took fright 
and ran away. 
The buggy was reduced to a 
total wreck, and both gentlemen were badly 
injured. 
M cGraw’s thigh is cut to the bone, 
and the main artery narrowly escaped being 
severed. 
Judge W arner had a fearful gash 
cut in his head, and one leg fractured. 
Both 
men are now lying at H am ilton’s ranch, near 
Colfax, in a very critical condition. 
W . H . M astín, who was a heavy loser by 
the recent fire at Colfax, W . T.. has been 
drinking hard and became crazy. Yesterday, 
during a drunken spell, he procured a W in­ 
chester rifle and several pistols, and kept the 
whole town at bay. 
M astin was finally cap­ 
tured by the City M arshal, who slipped up 
behind hita. 
No one was injured, though 
several had narrow escapee. 
M astin will be 
confined until he has sobered up, and is in 
his right mind. 
Thomas McKinzie. a cattle drover, for­ 
merly a resident of W ashington county, was 
drowned on the 26th at Missoula Ferry, 
while endeavoring to cross the river. 
His 
body was not recovered. 
Miss Minnie M ay, daughter of J . D. May, 
a young lady aged 18 years, shot and in­ 
stantly killed herself this afternoon at her 
residence, No. 246 Main street. 
Minnie 
came home abont 2:30 P. M., and was asked 
by her mother to step up stairs and see a 
little sick brother. 
She cheerfully complied. 
In a few moments the report of a pistol was 
heard. 
M rs. M ay rushed up stairs, and was 
horrified to find her daughter lying dead on 
the floor, a revolver lying a t her side, one 
chamber empty.

He states th at the Santa A ndrea war 
the only vessel th at he spoke the whole voy­ 
age. and as the nearest land was the Gain- 
pago Islands, 90) miles distant, with little 
water and provisions saved, it was doubtful if 
they would have ever been heard from had 
the consort not been close a t hand.

Mazella reports herd-winds aud calms most 
of the passage.

There was on the 
Orirtanune a crew of twenty-eight men and 
two stowaways.

S an F ra n c isc o , July 29th.—Any dis­ 
patch the R ec o rd -U n io n 's special cor­ 
respondent might send from San Fran­ 
cisco would be incomplete did it not mention 
politics. It is politics everywhere. Mont­ 
gomery street, from Washington to Market, 
is crowded with curbstone statesmen ; every 
bar-room and every grocery in the city has 
its attendance of prominent citizens willing 
to put in a season of labor for the people. 
These'patriots are loud as well as numerous, 
and to hear them talk one would supp se 
the success of the particular candidate or the 
party these strikers support depends upon 
their efforts, To the posted looker-on the 
connubiaticg of these fellows is amusing. 
The most of them really think they are of 
importance, but they are not, except at the 
polls, where all can vote once, and a good 
many vote more than once. As to Controll­ 
ing the nomination of any one for office, 
however, these amateur politicians are not 
much of a success. Chris. Buckley and his 
friends will run the Democratic side of the 
political house, and no man can get on the 
regular ticket unless they say yea. Tom 
Desmond controls the Workingmen’s party 
through a man named Love, who d-ies not 
labor for a living. The Republicans are run 
by three diet), who have “ got their work in,” 
as the saying goes ; put up their ticket, and 
are now waiting to see what the Democrats 
and Workingmen will do, so that they can 
get to work and fix things for the campaign^ 
The bolting Democrats, or Manliattans, as 
they call themselves, are run by Can. Mooney, 
who wants to be Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department, and Owen Brady, who'wants a 
finger in the municipal pie for himself and 
several other fingers for his friends. The 
bolting Workingmen are engineered by a 
man named Muicahy, who is willing to be 
County Cl»rk, and would take anything he 
could get for a period or two. There are 
several side-show?, but they are small affairs, 
mostly conducted on the joint stock principle 
for the benefit of a few who divide the small 
sums they get as assessments from candidates 
on other tickets who are willing to pay for an 
advertisement. All these men will run their 
machines for their own interests, and the 
main body of henchmen will have to take a 
back seat. A few of them, however, may 
get a deputyship in some county office, which 
as a matter of course will have to be paid for 
some way, generally in coin. 
The Republicans are quiet. The ticket 
is in the main satisfactory to the bulk of tbs 
party, but there is nothing about the nomi­ 
nees or platform to create any enthusiasm, 
and so far as that party is concerned, the 
contest will not be anyway excitiDg. The 
candidates on the ticket have arranged their 
programme for the contest; have assessed 
themselves and raised about 810,000, it is 
said, for the campaign, and have already, ao 
it is further said, put some of the dollars 
where they have dona good—that is, helping 
the bolters on the other side. 
The Democratic tangle is in a fair way of 
being untied. The State Central Committee 
has stepped in, suggesting a compromise, 
and if the suggestion be not heeded, will 
order a settlement of the difficulties 
between the warring factions. The plan 
offered by the Central Committee is that the 
County Committee, Yosemites and Manhat­ 
tan each appoint five delegates to a confer­ 
ence committee, which shall settle all dis­ 
putes. As the County Committee and the 
Yosemite Convention are Chris. Buckley, 
Con. Mooney and Owen Brady don’t 
see where they come in, and their followers 
to-day are loud in their assertions that the 
Manbattans will not indorse a coalition 
where it is all raisins at one end of the 
pudding and dough at the other. This is all 
talk, for the bolters will have to come in. 
When the State Central Committee of the 
Democratic party orders a thing done, it has 
to he done and is done. The bolt now going 
on is just such a one as was experienced in 
1875, when Buckley and Al. Fritz maneu­ 
vered so successfully against Brady and Man- 
nix. Outsiders believed then, from the bit­ 
terness with which the struggle was con­ 
ducted, that reconciliation would be impossi­ 
ble. But the State Central Committee 
stepped in, ordered the war ended, and a 
ticket was nominated, the most of which was 
elected. It will be the same in this case— 
that is, the Democracy will be united, the 
success of their ticket, however, being prob­ 
lematical. As for the Workingmen, they 
will be settled with somehow, and it may be 
confidentially asserted that there will be but 
two straight tickets this fall that will amount 
to anything. 


attem tt at reco nciliation.

State Central Committee, that committee, 
the County Committee and representatives 
of the Yosemite and Manhattan Clubs met 
to-day to endeavor to reconcile the warring 
elements of the Democracy.

A Call reporter to-day had an 
interview with a prominent official of the 
Central Pacific, who stated that there was no 
donbt that the new road was being pushed by 
the Gonld interest to connect with the Utah 
Southern, and perhaps with other lines being 
pushed westward. 
THE FREIGHT MARKET. 
Freights continue firm. There was a char­ 
ter this week at £4, and a recharter at £4 2s 6d, 
both for the United Kingdom. The latter 
price is an extreme figure. 
The Journal of Commerce has compiled 
statistics which show the farmers of Califor­ 
nia have paid during the past cereal year the 
enormous sum of £1.970,903 for freight to 
carry their grain to Europe, at an average of 
£3 3s lljd. 
STOCK8. 
Stocks vary little from the prices last week, 
with the exception of a few Comstocks, which 
are a fraction better, and Albion, which is 
abont 82 lower, on account of an adverse de­ 
cision in its case against the Richmond. The 
margins of difference in prices ire too narrow 
to admit of profitable tarns, hence business 
is limited, and what transactions are recorded 
are regarded by the street as mostly wash 
sales.

• E. A. Tarbox on Thursday attempted to 
cut his throat. Cause, financial troubles. 
Ex-Congressman Daggett is in the city. 
The 14-year-old daughter of Mrs. Jane 
Parquer ate some grapes, bought at a fruit 
stand, and soon showed signs of poisoning. 
She is now thought to be out of danger. The 
poison is supposed to be some matter 
sprinkled on the grape vines before the grapes 
were picked, to rid them of pests. 
Michael Murtha, a hackman, was stabbed 
and seriously injured in the shoulder bv some 
unknown person while walking on Pacific 
street, between Stockton and Dupont, at 1 
o’clock Friday morning. No cause is known 
for the assault. 
The bark Thomas Pope his sailed on its 
return whaling voyage to the Arctic. It is 
the first instance of a whaler making two 
voyages to the Arctic in the Bame season. 
Two men exiling themselves Smith and 
Brand are under arrest for robbing Frederick 
Gildner on the highway. They are ex-con­ 
victs, recently discharged from San Quentin. 
Mayor Kalloch made a speech Thursday 
night to one of the W. P. 0. Conventions, 
declining to run for the Mayoralty. 
There were 92 changes of residence and new 
registrations at the Registrar’s office Thurs­ 
day. From July 1st up to date there have 
been 076 new registrations, of whieji 149 were 
those of persons just become of age, and 
1,367 changes of residence. 
At 11 o’clock F’riday two workmen en­ 
gaged in razing the old brick block at the 
corner of Pine and Smsome streets, to make 
way for the Fair building, were slightly in­ 
jured iu pushing down a section of the wall, 
l'he first report was to the effect that one of 
the men was fatally injured, but Dr. Mc­ 
Nutt, who was immediately called, an­ 
nounced that no bones were broken. One of 
the workmen, W. B. Rudd, was bruised in 
the head, and the other, M. McCarthy, was 
slightly hurt in the leg. Three stories of the 
oid building have been turn down, and only 
one story remains to be razed. 
A. E. Davis, the President of the Sonth J 
Pacific Coast Railway Company, who has 
just returned from the East, denies most em­ 
phatically the statemeat of the sale of the 
narrow-gauge road to the Atchison. Topeka 
and Sauta Fe Railroad Company. He states 
that his trip East was mainly devoted to 
private business ; that there has not been any 
proposition for a sale of the road, and no ne­ 
gotiations to such a purpose have been con­ 
cluded, nor are auy pending. 
In the Mint investigation at the Thursday 
sitting, Assayer O. D. Munson testified that 
in gold and silver assays lead or copper can 
be detected, and in silver bullion he some­ 
times detects antimony. He said 19-1000 
of arsenic or antimony would make the rolled 
metal brittle. The assayers determine the 
proportion of gold, silver and alloy in the 
bullion furnished. Did not consider impure 
copper fit for alloy. No copper is pure that 
i? not refined. The copper forming the base 
of bullion sent here is not refined, conse­ 
quently impure and not fit for an alloy. He 
bad a conversation iu 1877 or 1878 with 
Governor Low. He tried to impress witness 
with the fact that as the base of the Northern 
Belle bullion was copper, under the regula­ 
tions it could be passed without the parting 
or refining charges. Silver coin should be 
made only of silver refined to 990 fine, and 
alloyed only with refined copper, and gold 
coin should be made only of gold which has 
been refined to or above 990 fine, aDd alloyed 
only with 
refined 
copper. 
He had 
suggested 
to 
the 
Superintendent 
to refuse deposits of bullion under 
750 fine, but he continued to receive low- 
grade bullion. Witness had actod under a 
telegram from acting Director Preston, of 
Washington, that no charge should be made 
on silver bullion containing copper only and 
suitable for ingots without refining. The law 
clearly contemplates the return only cf ex­ 
penses necessary and actually incurred. The 
practice of receiving copper-alloyed bullion 
for ingots began before Mr. Dodge came in. 
One of the owners of Noithern Belle had 
urged on him that the law permits the mak­ 
ing into ingots of bullion with copper alloy. 
He did not agree with his interpretation of 
it. Witness described the details of the re­ 
ceipt, assay and milling of bullion. It is 
common for dealers in bullion to tali with 
witness about the manner of working bullion. 
If witness had the power he would change 
the regulations so that nothing but refined 
gold and silver should be used for coin. 
If crude silver is refined, the copper 
is lost.

to use tbe bad and make unfit ingots subject 
to the expense of remeltiug. N. L. Noggle, 
receiving clerk, testified that he received orders 
in July, 1880, to receive no bullion below 900 
fine. A deduction of weight is made on all 
bullion below 900 fine, to protect the melter 
and refiner against loss. The deduction is 
is three-quarters per cent, on bullion between 
600 and 620 fine; one-half on bullion be­ 
tween 620 and 700, and oue-quarter per cent, 
on bullion between 700 and 900. M. C. Con­ 
ley, assistant melter and refiner, testified that 
before Mr. Dodge’s administration the melter 
and refiner’s department received all bullion 
below 990 fine, and all bullion below that fine­ 
ness was refined before being run into ingots 
He thought that all bullion below 990 fine 
should be refined before being made into coin. 
The Mint now uses bullion 600 fine sometimes 
for coining ingot?. The further examination 
of witnesses has been adjourned until Mon­ 
day.

Synnove Solbakken — Punctuation—LouIb 
Laras — Beauty la Eress — A 
Lesson la Love. 


“ Synnove Solbakken” is a translation from 
the Norse, by Rasmus B. Anderson, of one 
of the beet of Bjornstjerne Bjornson’s novels. 
It is not a novel either—fiction it may be as 
to persons and plot, bat truth it is as to man­ 
ners, customs, superstitions and the simple 
lives of the Norse farmers. It is a book 
which has a strange fascination for the 
reader. In style peculiar, almost childish in 
its simplicity, it has the strength of a giant 
in the enforced interest with which it holds 
those who peruse its pages. But this strength 
is not in the plot, for that is transparent; nor 
in the incidents, for they are, with two ex­ 
ceptions, 
anything but stirring; 
but 
it is in the pastoral melody which 
marks it, 
the poetry of the text, 
the naturalness of the recital, the wonderful 
clearness and impressiveness of the pictures 
of sceuery, of persons, of interiors, that 
the author has drawn, and which fix them­ 
selves in the mind without the slightest effort 
—indeed one is unconscious as he reads that 
the author is constantly painting, with that 
peculiar art of the pastoral poet, ineffaceable 
pictures upon memory’s wails. A master 
hand held the pen, and a master mind con­ 
trolled it, while the genius of a pcet touched 
the page3 with the glowing colors with 
which they burn, Bjornson stands almost 
without a peer in the north of Europe as a 
novelist, national and lyric poet, orator and 
press writer, while as a dramatist he holds 
quite as exalted a position in public respect. 
The story under notice was the one which 
marked the first year of Bjorneon’s literary 
career, now nearly a quarter of a century ago. 
“ Beauty in Dress ” is an admirable work 
by Miss Oakley. It is from the press of 
Harper & Bros., New York, and is for sale 
by A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Francisco.

THE SCIENCE OF BIBLICAL CRITICISM. 
The latest and most impressive proof of 
the progress of the scientific spirit is seen 
in the recent treatment of the Christian 
Scriptures. 
Biblical criticism has long 
been affected by the scientific method, and 
is now to be controlled by it. How far the 
critical spirit is already advanced and dif­ 
fused, so that the Bible 'is regarded as a 
book with a human and an imperfect side, 
and containing errors that can be removed 
with better knowledge, is Bhown by the 
fact that the English translation of two 
hundred and fifty years standing has been 
lately attacked by a body of able and 
learned revisers, who, after eleven years of 
labor, have just given us a corrected edi­ 
tion of the New Testament. This is a 
great step in the direction of rationalism. 
It concedes that the Scriptures must be 
subjected to the tests of reason, and this 
concession is due entirely to the modern 
scientific movement, which demands higher 
standards of proof, and more inexorable 
questioning as to what is true. 
The revisers of the New Testament have 
fairly and formally entered the critical 
wedge, but the driving it home is to be no 
holiday affair. Professor Robertson Smith, 
one of the most learned, able and candid 
of Biblical critics, having undertaken to 
treat the history of some parts cf the Old 
Testament in a great encyclopaedia, was 
met by his church and silenced in his pro­ 
fessorship in the Aberdeen University. But 
the world gains by this act of intolerance. 
Professor Smith left the college halls and 
went out to give a course of popular lec­ 
tures upon the critical history of the Bible, 
which were attended by crowds of eager 
listeners. The lectures are collected in a 
volume that at once becomes a text-book 
of modern Biblical criticism. 
The true 
scientific ground is here openly and broadly 
taken, and it is generally admitted that 
Professor Robertson Smith’s book repre­ 
sents authoritatively the scope and objects 
and methods of the critical school which 
has been growing during the last half-cen­ 
tury. It has thus at length become the 
benign office of Science to bring its meth­ 
ods to the responsible task of throwing a 
better light on the origin, history and true 
character of the Christian oracles than has 
been derived from uncritical tradition. 
Nor does the critical attitude taken by 
Professor Smith at all compromise his 
Christian position. He is no skeptic, try­ 
ing to undermine the Scriptures. 
He 
holds to their essential truth, but recog­ 
nizes that on earth and in time, and among 
ignorant, selfish and prejudiced men, truth 
is liable to be obscured.—[Prof. E. L. 
Youmans, in Popular Science Monthly. 
THE PAINLESSNESS OF DEATH. 


LA BELLE FRAECE. 


At birth the babe undergoes an ordeal 
that, were he .conscious, would be more 
trying than a most painful death ; yet he 
feels it not. Born in an unconscious state, 
the brain incapable of receiving conscious 
impressions, his entrauce into this hitherto 
unknown world is accomplished during 
a state of oblivion, known as Nature’s 
ana sthesia : 
“ Painlessly we come, whence we know not— 
Painlessly we go, whither we know not!” 
From the earliest period of human his­ 
tory death has been considered as necessa­ 
rily accompanied by pain ; so general is 
this belief, that the terms “ death-agony,” 
“ last struggle,” “ pangs of death,” etc., 
have been in almost universal use in every 
age and under all conditions of sooiety. 
Nothing could be more erroneous; the 
truth is, pain and death seldom go to­ 
gether—we mean the last moments of life. 
Of course, death may be preceded by 
weeks or cveu months of extreme suffer­ 
ing, as occurs during certain incurable dis­ 
eases. So exaggerated has been this notion 
that it has been considered an act of hu­ 
manity to anticipate the “ death-struggle” 
by violence; for ages it was customary 
among the lower classes of Europe to has­ 
ten death by suddenly jerking the pillow 
from beneath the head of the dying, thus 
throwing the head backward, straining the 
pharyngeal and thoracic muscles, rendering 
the respiration, already difficult, shortly 
impossible. A Venetian ambassador, in 
the time of Queen Mary, asserted that it 
was a common custom among the country- 
people to smother the dying by means of a 
pillow placed over the face, upon which 
leaned or sat the nearest relative. This 
was founded upon the pious belief that a 
Bhort road was the best one. This custom 
was handed down from generation to gen­ 
eration, parents performing it for their 
children, and vice aerea. But, perhans, 
the saddest privilege ever allowed the near 
friends of a dying man, occasionally oc­ 
curred during the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
when through executive clemency—in exe­ 
cutions by hanging—they were permitted 
to grasp the feet of the suspended criminal, 
and, by clinging to the extremities, precip­ 
itate their additional weight on the body, 
thereby hastening strangulation. 
It is 
needless to say that these theories are 
false in both conception and practice. 
Death is a physiological process, aBd like 
all other animal functions should be pain­ 
less.—[1’opular Science Monthly.

P aris, July 4, 18S1. 
The regular work of the Chambers has 
been interrupted by interpellations from 
all quarters, and concerning events far re­ 
moved from the scene of law-making. The 
troubles at Marseilles have very much af­ 
fected the Parisians, and an interpellation 
was of course made with regard to that 
event. Fiom little things do great things 
grow, and really who would have thought 
that the whistle of one man would produce 
resounding thunder throughout two coun­ 
tries, for it has been substantially proved 
that when the French troops, on their re­ 
turn from Tunis, were marching up the 
street of Marseilles in front of the Italian 
club, one of its members hissed at them 
and thus reawakened the warlike spirit. 
That Italians who are enjoying French 
hospitality should insult the troops of these 
last, whose victory did not contribute to 
the humiliation of the former, was cer­ 
tainly improper and ungrateful, and to ex­ 
cite the already too excitable natures of 
both the French and Italians was a dan­ 
gerous attempt, the consequences of which 
throw all responsibility on members of 
the Italian club, who ate supposed to be 
too much enlightened to excite a conflict 
between the two countries. The scene 
which followed, it Beems, was 
SOMETHING TERRIBLE, 
And the mob so formidable, that no armsd 
foroe could control it. The crowd de­ 
manded that the scutcheon of the clnb 
blearing the inscription, “ Club Nazionale 
Italiane," should be taken down. The 
Commissioner of Police of the ward begged 
the President of the club to take down the 
scutcheon, but this he refused most posi­ 
tively to do. An assistant of the Maire, 
who was present at the manifestation, 
went to the mairie, where, in concert with 
two other assistants, it was decided to ask 
the authorities to close the club. In the 
meautime the crowd increased, and the 
police agents found it impossible to main 
tain order. The Prefet, soon as informed 
of the event, hastened to the spot and 
sought to calm the excitement by the as­ 
surance that the club would be closed, but 
he added that it was impossible for him or 
anyone to take down the scutcheon. The 
crowd, still growing more dense and be­ 
coming more and more excited, opposed 
the police agents and sought to enter the 
building. Two individuals, climbing on 
the outside, had advanced as far as the 
balcony, when they were repulsed by the 
Commissaire de Police, who had penetrated 
into the locality with two agents. The Com 
missaire, who occupied the balcony, was 
hissed and hooted at because he prevented 
anyone from taking down the scutcheon. 
By order of the Prefet a detachment of 
gendarmerie, under command of a Lieu­ 
tenant, arrived to disperse the crowd. A 
gendarme, having unsheathed his sword, 
the crowd 
RUSHED ETON IIIM, 
And a serious conflict would have resulted 
if the Prefet and an officer, perceiving the 
act, bad rpt forced the gendarme to put up 
his sword. 
The crowd having become 
formidable, a^d the excitement more in­ 
tense, two contteUl' i i municipeaux entered 
the building, succeeded in reaching the 
balcony and tore down the scutcheon. 
The crowd loudly applauded, and then 
sang the “ Marseillaise.” The Prefet, who 
.was opposed to the taking down of the 
scutcheon, earnestly protested. However, 
soon atter the Maire arrived, accompanied 
by General d’Aubigny, commanding the 
place and the procureur of the Republic, 
followed by gendarmes on horseback and a 
company of soldiers, who took position in 
the street in the neighborhood of the club, 
and at 9 o’clock in the evening the crowd 
had dispersed, and perfect calm was again 
restored. It was supposed that all diffi­ 
culty had ceased and there was nothing 
more to be apprehended. The next day 
the French and Italian jostled eaeh other 
in the street in different parts of the city, 
and on the following day bloody scenes 
took place. A young Frenchman passing 
along the street was stabbed by two Italians, 
and he died on his way to the hospital. A 
half hour later five young men, who were 
passing along one of the thoroughfares, 
were surrounded by some twenty Italians, 
when two of the young men fell, 
BATHED IN THEIR BLOOD. 
When this incident became known, a band 
of Italians were seen rushing through the 
streets, followed by a number of young 
men. The greatest disorder ensued, and 
every part of the city was in a state of con­ 
fusion. Soldiers were killed by the Ital­ 
ians, and these last went so far as to throw 
furniture and cooking utensils out of the 
windows upon the police ; in one of the 
streets the Italians threw upon the passers 
by burning petroleum. There can be no 
enemy in the world so dangerous as an 
Italian ; for, like the Spaniard, he is only 
too ready with the knife ; but unlike the 
Spaniard, who advances to your face and 
draws the glittering knife before your eyes, 
the Italian always Btrikes in the back 
without the slightest 
warning. 
In 
the instances related of the young 
Frenchmen's abusing the Italians, no 
firearms or knives have been used, 
as they have beaten with their fists and 
clubs, and it has been proved that in every 
case the Italian has been the aggressor. An 
interpellation was made in the Italian Par­ 
liament, when the Minister recognized that 
the French authorities had done their duty. 
But the Italian people and particularly the 
students were not so easily satisfied, and in 
bands surrounded the residence of the 
French Minister or Consul in the different 
cities throughout the kingdom, but they 
were fortunately each time repulsed by the 
authorities. The French workmen mani­ 
fested their discontent by endeavoring to 
prevent the Italians from working on 
French territory, and from among the 
thousand inhabiting Marseilles two hun­ 
dred returned to their native country, from 
which they had been driven through want 
and the sterility of the soil. 
TROUBLE 
Has broken ont pretty much all over 
France with regard to the Italian workmen, 
who, the French workmen say, have flooded 
their country to diminish the value of 
work and render their existence more dif­ 
ficult. The last census made of the for­ 
eigners in France shows the Italian colony 
to amount to 165,313 persons. The ex­ 
citement seems to be dying gradually away, 
yet all is not tranquil, and General Cialdi- 
ni’s resignation as Italian Minister to 
France may be significant of a more bitter 
feeling existing between the two countries 
than the numerous journals give the public 
to understand. 
THE ALGIERAN TROUBLE. 
The interpellation which has more re­ 
cently occupied the Chambers has been 
with regard to the difficulties in Algiers; 
and indeed the affairs of that country seem 
to have reached a state requiring France’s 
strictest attention. It was the Marshal 
Bugeaud who, under Lonis Philippe, com- 
batted for seventeen years against the fa­ 
mous and valiant Abdel Ka4er, and at last 
conquered Algiers for his monarch. It is 
questionable whether it has been a desira­ 
ble present he has offered to his country, 
for there is quite an important party in 
France who maintain that Algiers has cost 
more in men and money than it is worth. 
Such was the opinion of the eminent pol- 
emist Emile de Girardin, and each time 
difficulties arose with regard to this 
colony he arrived with his statistics.to 


prove the balance of loss, and urged the 
Government to abandon it as a bad enter­ 
prise. It was believed that the expedition 
of Tunis would succeed in quieting the tur­ 
bulent tribes on the borders, but the con­ 
trary effect has taken place, and a regular 
crusade is being preached against all Euro­ 
peans by Bou Amena, who, like Peter the 
Hermit, in his long white beard, exhorts 
the faithful to follow him. 
Algiers is 
seriously threatened, and unless France 
resorts to prompt and urgent measures this 
colony will slip from her grasp and reduce 
her to a republic of exceedingly limited 
territory. Since the establishment of the 
republic in France, it has been the desire 
of the Government to replace military rule 
in Algiers by civil rule, as the one more 
consistent with its institutions, and it was 
on that occasion that Mr. Grevy, the Presi­ 
dent, concluded to give this important poet 
of Governor of Algiers to his brother. 
Albert Grevy, aside from being related to 
the President, possesses no other quality 
as brilliant, and his unfitness for the posi­ 
tion was even then pointed out by honest 
Republicans. 
Their predictions have 
proved correct, and he is held 
MORALLY RESPONSIBLE 
For all the ills which have befallen this 
colony. He seemed to lack the intelli­ 
gence of comprehending the danger which 
menaced France even when information 
was brought to him of the revolt of one 
small tribe after another. On the other 
side, proper measures were not taken in 
time to stem the tide, for the majority of 
officers in the army are those who poorly 
defended their country against the Prus­ 
sians, are for the most part Bonapartists or 
monarchists, and heartily hate the Repub­ 
lic, so that grave faults were purposely 
committed by them in order to excite war 
and aid in their more rapid promotion ; be­ 
sides, they have been always strenuously 
opposed to civil rule, as rendering their ser­ 
vices less necessary and important. Had 
Mr. Albert Grevy been a more capable and 
intelligent man the present difficulties 
might have been prevented, for in 
spite of the 
mauvaise volante 
of 
the officers his authority would have 
been 
sufficient to 
force 
them to 
obedience, and when he was previously 
called to Paris to give an account of his 
indifference, instead of replying by the as­ 
surance of perfect tranquility and security 
in Algiers, be had attended to the matter 
personally the difficulties which have 
arisen would not occur to-day. The inter­ 
pellation which took place at the Chamber 
with regaid to this matter came near being 
a very complicated affair. When the pres­ 
ent Ministry was composed, and when both 
the President and Gambetta desired to 
have each his own friends represented, a 
compromise was made and three of the 
members were chosen by Mr. Grevy and 
the other three by Gambetta. Mr. Jules 
Ferry is the President’s friend, and, from a 
feeling of rivalry, would like to see Mr. 
Gambetta’8 importance diminish. 
He 
thought this an excellent opportunity of 
getting rid of one of the eminent orator’s 
allies, by casting the responsibility of the 
Algiers affair on to General Farre, who 
would in all likelihood be obliged to re­ 
sign, and would then be replaced by one 
of Mr. Grevy’8 friends. At the same time 
he was in duty bound to shield the Presi­ 
dent’s brother, which was no easy task, 
and although this last person escaped cen­ 
sure by the Chamber he has been morally 
condemned by the country, and will in all 
probability be obliged to resign his posi­ 
tion. The plan of Mr. Jules Ferry, the 
Minister of Public Instruction, to over­ 
throw General Farre entirely failed, owing 
to Gambetta’s friends, who saw througn 
the affair, and after all the parliamentary 
skirmishing nothing came of the interpel­ 
lation. 
The Chamber of Deputies some time ago 
decided on having 
TWO MEDALS 
Struck off, one in commemoration of the 
nomination of Mr. Grevy as President of 
the Republic ; the other consecra ¡D g the 
date of the return of Parliament to Paris. 
These two medals, executed by the engraver 
Pucline, have just been struck at the Mint. 
The one side of the first bears the head of 
the Republic crowned with laurels, and the 
other side the following inscription: “ 30 
January, 1879. The National Assembly 
elected Jules Grevy President of the Re­ 
public.” On the second medal the entire 
figure of the Republic is represented ; she 
leans against the tables of the law and 
holds a branch of olives in her hand. On 
the other side of the medal is engraved the 
following inscription : “ 19 June, 1879. 
The National Assembly voted the return 
of the public powers to Paris.” 
The news has just reached Paris of the 
attempted assassination of our good Presi­ 
dent, General Garfield. There is great ex­ 
citement here over it and profound regret 
expressed on all sides. Since General Gar­ 
field’s nomination the French have been 
well posted as to the character of this ex­ 
cellent gentleman, and they have watched 
with much interest his efforts at reform, 
which were later to prove a lesson to the 
French Republic. The dispatches from 
Washington occupy the principal place íd 
the French journals, and many are the ear­ 
nest wishes for President Garfield’s speedy 
recovery.

SUM ME E-TIME. 


HOW LONG MAN MAY LIVE. 
It was Professor Huteland’s opinion that 
the limit of possible human life might be 
set down at 200 years ; and this on the 
general principle that the life of a creature 
is eight times the years of its period of 
growth. That which is quickly formed 
quickly perishes, and the earlier complete 
development is reached the sooner bodily 
decay ensues. More women reach old age 
than men, but more men attain remarkable 
longevity than women. 
Some animals 
grow to be very old. Horned animals live 
shorter lives than those without horns, 
fierce longer than timid, and amphibious 
longer than those which inhabit the air. 
The voracious pike exists, it is said, to an 
age of 150 years ; the turtle is good for 100 
years or more, and among birds the golden 
eagle is known to have lived nearly 200 
years, while the sly and sombercrow reaches 
the venerable age of a century. Passing 
up in the scale of life to man, and skipping 
the patriarchs, we find many recorded in­ 
stances of longevity among the classic 
Greeks and Romans. Pliny notes that in 
the reign of the Emperor Vespasian, in the 
year ’76, there were 124 men living in the 
limited area between the Apennines and the 
Poof 100 years and upward, three of whom 
were 140, and four over 135. Cicero’s 
wife lived to the age of 103, and the Roman 
actress, Luceja, played in public as late as 
her 112th year. Coming down to more 
recent times, the most notable authentic 
instance of great age is that of Henry 
Jenkins, of Yorkshire, England, who died 
in 1670, 169 years old. He was a fisher­ 
man, and at the age of 100 easily swam 
across rapid rivers. Another historic case 
is that of Thomas Parr, of Shropshire, a 
day laborer, who lived to the age of 152 
years. When more than 120 he married 
his second wife, and till 130 he coaid swing 
the scythe and wield the flail with the best 
of his fellow-laborers. In his 152d year 
Parr went up to London to exhibit himself 
to the King. It proved an unlucky visit, 
for, violating the abstemious habit of a 
century and a half, the old man feasted so 
freely on royal victuals that he soon died, 
merely of a plethora. * On examination his 
internal organs proved to be in excellent 
condition, and there was no reason why he 
sbonld not have lived much longer save 
for this unfortunate taste of royal hospi­ 
tality.

THE MOUNTAIN MEADOW MASSACRE 
AGAIN. 
News has reached Pioche that Bishop 
Philip Klingen Smith, at one time a man 
of high standing and great influence in the 
Mormon Church, and the exposer of the 
Mountain Meadow massacre, and the 
names of the men who participated in the 
bloody deed, is dead. His body was found 
in a prospect hole, in the State of Sonora, 
Mexico, and a letter from there, which 
was received in the vicinity of Pioche, states 
that the mystery surrounding the body 
indicates that Smith had been murdered. 
Smith died just as he expected, for on his 
return from Beaver in 1S76, after testify­ 
ing in the trial of John I). Lee, we met 
Smith in town, in a sort of secluded spot, 
and during the conversation Smith re­ 
marked: “ I know that the Church will 
kill me, sooner or later, and I am as con­ 
fident of that fact as I am that I am sit­ 
ting on this rock. It’s only a question of 
tim e; but I’m going to live as long 
as I can.” 
Immediately after Smith’s 
retnm from Lee’s trial, as his wife at 
Panaca refused to have anything to do with 
him, being so ordered by the Church, he 
started southward and lived in Arizona for 
some time, following prospecting. During 
his residence in the mountains of that Ter­ 
ritory two attempts were made upon his 
life, but by whom be was never able to dis­ 
cover. Smith made the exposure of the 
butchery at Mountain Meadows more for 
self protection than anything else. In 
early days, when Hiko was the county seat 
of Lincoln and the flourishing and only 
prominent mining camp in the southern 
country, the Mormons used to haul all 
the freight from Salt Like to Hiko. 
Smith was engaged in freighting, and 
his son, Bud Smith, was assisting him. 
During one of these trips father and 
son had a quarrel, and Bud Smith went 
to Hiko and obtained employment. It 
was during the winter of 1867-8, when 
Klingen Smith arrived in Hiko with a 
load of freight, hia son pointed him out to 
the people and told them that just 
after the massacre his father pointed 
out a young girl to him and ordered 
him to kill her, saying that if he (Bud) 
did not kill her he (his father) would 
kill him. Bud told his father that he 
would not kill the girl, and that he might 
kill him. Then Bishop Smith turned upon 
thepoor girl himself and knocked her brains 
out with a club. This was the first inkling 
toanythingauthentic in connection with the 
massacre, and caused considerable excite­ 
ment among the eettlers of Hiko. 
Wan- 
dell, one of the county officials at that 
time, informed Bishop Smith what his eon 
had exposed and hurried him out of town. 
After that, while engaged in hauling 
freight, upon his arrival in l’anaca, Smith 
would always hire some person to drive 
his team over to Hiko. In 1871 Bishop 
Smith made affidavits before the Clerk of 
Lincoln county, making the exposure cf the 
massacre and the names of those con­ 
nected therewith, which was published in 
the Record and made public for the 
first time. 
Mrs. Smith is now living 
at Bullionville, and is married to a man 
named Dolf Laudrieh. 
Mrs. Smith ¡3 
an intelligent old lady, and is the mother 
of seventeen children by Smith, the last 
two born being twin girls, who are now 
about 10 years of age. Most of the Smith 
family reside in Lincoln eounty.—[Pioche 
, Record. 
How he Sold T hem.—A pretty joke is 
told on a new clerk that was engaged by a 
leading dry goods house a few weeks ago. 
The house has a way of marking goods at 
19, 29 and 39 cents, so it will not seem so 
big to customers as though the articles 
were marked 20, 30 and 40 cents. Among 
the goods at the boy’s counter was a lot of 
handkerchiefs marked 19, and getting the 
tag bottom side up he read it 61, and had 
been selling the handkerchiefs at that 
figure for over a week before he discovered 
the error. If people complained that the 
price was high, he laid it to the rise in 
Irish linen, on account of the disturbances 
over there, and assured the customer that 
linen was going up every day. The linen 
was raised by an Irishman in southern 
Illinois.—[Peck’s Sun.

The wound has been discharging freely, ana 
looks well at priseut.

[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
E xecutive M ansion, Ju ly 29ih—11:30 p. 
M.—The President has had a very favorable 
day, and there is a marked improvement in 
his condition to-night as compared with that 
of three days ago. 
He has taken in the past 
fifteen hours the fail usu’.l allowance of 
nourishment, and theie hn3 been a slight in­ 
crease in his physical strength. 
The fobrile 
rise, which came on as usual this afternoon, 
w as less strongly marked than yesterday, his 
maximum tem perature being about halt a 
degree lower. 
There was a free discharge of 
pus at the evening dressing of the wound, 
and it was ef a perfectly healthy character. 
Shortly after the evening examination the 
fever beg ”u to subside, and the patient fell 
asieep. 
He has slept most of the time since. 
H e is now free from fever, with his pulse 
below 100 and his tem perature and respira­ 
tion normal.

Union 
system shall be in operation by January, 
1883. 
The new company recently obtained 
facilities which they claim will suable them 
to do this w ithout interfering with the rights 
and patents hold by the W estern Union. 
The first [joint obtained by the Keene c -m- 
bination was the patents on the new system 
of autom atic a r i fac simile telegraph, the 
patentee being W . A. Leggs. 
The patents 
have been assigned to ihe Eiectrogeapbic 
M anufacturing Company, incorporated iast 
October, and the price paid the latter for 
exclusive rights to use the Leggs automatic 
and fac pimile machine is said to be SI,C00,- 
009. 
The El-ctrogr .phic Company do uot 
propose U> go into a gtneral telegraphic busi- 
utss, but wiil continua to perfect and maati- 
faclure their machines. 
By the automatic 
system messages can be t i nt a t ao average 
-ate of 2,000 to 2.390 words a minute, while 
by the old method 25 words a minute is the 
capacity t f the instruments. 
W ith proper 
wire and the instruments in perfect order, the 
managers of the new company say they have 
reason to believe the rate of 5,000 words per 
minute is practicable. 
The American Rapid 
Telegraph Company is similar to this in many 
respects, but practically their speed is limited 
fcir lees than 1,000 words a minute. 
A t the 
rate of 2,500 words a minute, the new com­ 
pany can transm it more words in a quarter of 
an hour than 
the 
ordinary method in 
twenty-four 
hours.

ism 
150.000 words Can be 
transmitted 
in an hour on one wire, and in a day nearly 
4,000,000 words. 
They can do more business 
with one wire between two points than the 
W estern Union can do w ith all their instru­ 
ments. The prospectus says the company 
proposes to construct lines 
of telegraph 
across the Continent, communicating with 
the ocean cables and connecting all leading 
cities and towns in the U nited States, Canada 
and Mexico. 
One advantage claimed by the 
new compauy is 
the 
[Jcssession of the 
-Gray harmonic multiple 
and the W ay 
duplex 
system 
of 
telegraphing. 
Tne 
G ray harmonic system allows six messages to 
be sent simultaneously over a single wire in 
the same or opposite directions, each message 
being sent, as it were, on a different key or 
tone from the others. 
This embraces the 
W ay duplex system, by which any number 
of stations on a line may communicate with 
each other on a single wire, on which through 
business is simultaneously being done. 
The 
conductivity of the wire to be used is much 
greater than that of any other wire used, the 
resistance being so much less than th at of 
an ordinary telegraph wire as to bring Chi­ 
cago telegraphically as near New York as 
Syracuse, compared with the best wire now 
in use, and bringing San Francisco this side 
of Chicago. The patents covering this wire 
and machinery, and the appliances used in 
its manufacture, as well a* the factory, have 
recently been purchased by the Bos tal Tele­ 
graph Company. 
The price paid is said to 
have been §1,300,000. 
This will prevent 


the American Rapid Telegraph Company 
from extending their existing lines, except 
upon terras stipulated by the Postal Tele­ 
graph Compauy. 
The estimated ccst of the 
company’s lines, carrying 33,000 miles of 
wire, with all the »qninmer.ts, offices, repairs 
and incidents, is §15,000,000.

Churchill, and powerfully justifying the bill. 
He said it wonld be unbecoming to him to 
eulogize the measure, but the attacks against 
it were such as did not make necessary its 
defense. 
A de iultory discussion was continued by 
Lord Elcho, W arten and other extremis:», 
amidst the evident impatience of the House, 
and the only effect being to prevent a third 
reading of the bill at the morniag sitting. 
The House finally suspended its sitting un­ 
til 9 to-night., and the sitting of the House of 
Lords was sus’«ended until 11, in hopes of 
taking up the first reading of the bill to­ 
night. 
W hen the House reassembled the bill was 
read a third time and passed—220 to 141— 
the minority being exclusively composed of 
Conservatives, as follows : Barlett, E arl of 
Bective, Y«rs*.
